CREDITORS AGREE ON PLAN TO SETTLE EANSL LIABILITIES 
Paris AFRICA AFP in French 16 Mar 82 p 17 


[Text] DAR-ES-SALAAM, MARCH 13--Creditors and shareholders of the defunct 
East African National Shipping Line (EANSL) who met in Mombasa (Kenya) for 
two days of negotiations earlier this week have agreed to a proposed scheme 
to settle the company's liabilities. 


Under the scheme creditors would be paid their total outstanding debt of 60 
million shillings (six million dollars) over a period of 24 months in four 
six-monthly installments. 


The Mombasa agreement will now require the approval of Tanzania's High Court 
before any payments are made because the shipping line - owned by the Govern- 
ment of Kenya, Tanzania, Uganda and Zambia - was registered in Tanzania. 


Qne participant in the Mombasa negotiations told Agence France-Presse that 
the first payment of 25 per cent of the liabilities would be made immediately 
after the agreement has received the Tanzanian court sanction. 


In event of cash shortfalls the company liquidator - Coopers and Lybrand of 
London - will turm to the shareholders for nore funds. 


The EANSL, once considered a unique example of how independent African coun- 
tries could cooperate in a regional economic enterprise, was disbanded three 
years ago after it had accumulated massive debts at home and abroad because of 
poor management and stiff competition from multi-national shppping companies. 


Six Freighters 


When it was dissolved, shareholding governments pledged to meet the company's 
full liabilities and also to pay the terminal benefits of their nationals. 


So far most of the workers have been paid their benefits. 


At the time of its dissolution EANSL had a fleet of six cargo ships plying 
between East African and North-West European ports. Two of the ships, the 
Kenyan-registered Jogoo and the Ugandan-registered Uganda were seized in 
Europe and were subsequently auctioned to meet the company's debts. 














A third ship, the Jitegemee, which was relatively new and which later 
caused controversy between the Tanzania Govemment and its new owners, was 
seized while anchored in Dar-es-Salaam. The vessel is still in Tanzania 
while negotiations are going on between the Goverment and the Tanzanian 
buyer to cettle the dispute out of court.

Within the next few months 
Angola is expected to indicate 
what type of co-operation it would 
like to develop with the European 
Community. 

Mr. Edgard Pisani, the Com- 
missioner responsible for develop- 
ment. visited Angola recently to 
trv to clarify the situation. During 
the visit Mr. Pisani pointed out 
that the Lomé Convention offered 
a comprehensive form of co- 
operation between Angola and the 
EEC. Other forms of co-operation 
available included food aid. 
emergency aid. a fisheries agree- 
ment and indirect assistance 
through the Southern African De- 
velopment Co-ordination Confer- 
ence (SADCC). A bilateral agree- 
ment would. however. not be 
possible. The Angolans said that 
they would be clearer once Nami- 
bia had achieved independence. 
While full membership of the 
Lomé II Convention thus appears 
excluded, Angola may be observ- 
ing the renegotiations of the 
agreement which starts in 1983. 

Mr. Pisani also had lengthy 
technical discussions with the 
Angolans. He agreed to organise a 
donors’ meeting in the next two to 
three months to discuss further 
assistance for the Benguela rail- 
way. The Angolans also expressed 
interest in a fisheries agreement 
with the Community and have 
asked for details of the agreements 


already concluded between the 
EEC and Senegal and Guinea 
Bissau. 

The Angolans also mentioned 
their particular problems in the 
agricultural sector, notably the 
need to rehabilitate coffee planta- 
tions, develop the livestock sector. 
carry out reafforestation measures 
and improve the distribution sys- 
tiem. The Angolans are also in- 
terested in receiving emergency 
aid from the Community to help 
“children of displaced popula- 
tions” and a specific request will 
be made shortly. 

West Germany is still blocking 
the release of aid to both Angola 
and Mozambique under the non- 
associates budget. In December 
they again vetoed allocations to 
both countries but at the end of 
February the EEC Foreign Minis- 
ters agreed to keep the five per 
cent allocation for Africa in hand. 
The Germans have said that they 
would lift their veto once Angola 
and Mozambique indicated their 
intention to join the Lomé Con- 
vention. This aid could then be 
used to finance an interim aid 
programme before both countries 
couid receive aid under the Lomé 
Convention. 

West Germany takes the line 
that Angola and Mozambique are 
eligible for membership of the 
Lomé Convention and so other aid 
facilities should not be provided.

ALLEGED STRAINED RELATIONS WITH PORTUGAL--President Eanes of Portugal will 
visit Luanda from April 15 to 19. The President's visit will be the first 
visit of a Portuguese Head of State since independence. The Portuguese Minis- 
ter of Finance, Sr. Salgueiro, left for Luanda recently to finalise details of 
the visit. General Eane's visit is billed in Lisbon as the final step in a 
strategy to put relations between Portugal and its former colonies on a better 
footing. The President has already been to Guinea Bissau, Cape Verde and Mo- 
zambique since their independence. Portugal is Angola's second biggest sup- 
plier of non-military goods after France, and the trade balance is heavily 
weighted in Portugal's favour because the Portuguese do not buy Angola's main 
export, oil. The recent visit of the Portuguese Foreign Minister, Sr. Pereira 
(West Africa, March 22), ended on a diplomatically unfortunate note when Sr. 
Pereira was refused a scheduled audience with President dos Santos. The Pres- 
ident had apparently been suddenly taken ill. Another explanation put forward 
was that Sr. Pereira had angered the Angolans by announcing he would press for 
compensation for former Portuguese settlers whose assets had been nationalised 
after independence.

CONSULATE GENERAL OPENED IN DIRE-DAWA, FTHIOPIA 
Djibouti LA NATION in French 18 Feb 82 pp l, 3 


[Text] On Wednesday 10 February, a consluate general of the Republic of 
Djibouti was opened in Dire-Dawa. Attending the inaugural ceremony were: 
on the Ethiopian side, the authorities of the Harrar region and in 
particular Colonel Zeleke, a member of the party's Central Committee and 
the COPWE [Commission To Organize the Party of the Working People of 
Ethiopia] representative of Harrar Province; and on the Djiboutian side, 
the director of foreign affairs and cooperation, Daher Djama, the mission's 
official representative, Omar Farah Iltireh, and the first conselor of 
Djibouti's Embassy in Addis Ababa, Yacin Abdi Bakal. 


The opening of a consulate has long been greatly wished for because of 

the size of the Djiboutian community residing in Dire-Dawa, and especially 
because a very large number of Djiboutian families go to Dire-Dawa in the 
summer season. 


During the inaugural ceremony, the director of foreign affairs, Mr Daher, 
took the opportunity to deliver a speech in which he emphasized "the 
importance that the Government of the Republic of Djibouti attaches to 
the strengthening of its relations with socialist Ethiopia." 


(The complete text of his speech follows :) 


This privilege which falls to me to inagurate the Djibouti Consulate 
General in Dire-Dawa this evening is additional evidence of the importance 
that the Government of the Republic of Djibouti attaches to the strength- 
ening of its relations with socialist Ethiopia. It is also the desire of 
the government of socialist Ethiopila--and this desire has been expressed 

a great many times--to constantly further improve the friendly and 
neighborly relations it maintains with the Republic of Djibouti. 


For a long time now, andw to the beginning of this century, the city of 
Dire-Dawa has maintained privileged relations with the city of Djibouti, 
owing in particular to the railroad company. 


Opening a Djiboutian Consulate General in Dire-Dawa means a strengthening 
of those relations, which must inescapably lead to the creation of a climate 
of trust and understanding between our two brother nations. 
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I would like to say to you how invaluable the role of the gentlemen who 
is consul general will be in successfully carrying out this task, and I 
am convinced beforehand that the Ethiopian authorities in this region 
will be able to help him in accomplishing his mission. 


As I was saying, there are several areas that benefit the good and excellent 
relations which exist between the city of Dire-Dawa and the city of

SAUDI AID FOR ELECTRIC ENERGY 
Djibouti LA NATION in French 18 Feb 82 p 12 


[Text] The Saudi minister of industry and electricity 
has just made a gift to the Djibouti Electric Company 
of three German=made (MAN) diesel generating units, 
each with a 5-megawatt capacity. 


This aid follows a visit that Djibouti's minister of industry and state- 
owned industrial companies made during December 1981 on the invitation 
of his counterpart, Dr Ghazi al-Gosaibi. 


The minister of industry and state-owned industrial companies told us: 
"This significant aid which has just been granted to us by the Saudi 
minister of industry and electricity will make it possible for us to 
increase installed capacity at the Boulaos electric power plant. Three 
units more than 15 years old which have been having frequent breakdowns 
and constant maintenance entailing sizable expenditures will be replaced 
by these three new generators, The total power output presently supplied 
by those worn-out units does not exceed 7 megawatts. The three new units 
will supply 15 megawatts of power overall, which represents a very sizable 
power gain. 


This aid demonstrates once more the importance of the privileged relations 
of cooperation which unite the brother kingdom of Saudi Arabia and the 
Republic of Djibouti. That cooperation has always been decisive for the 
economic and social development of our young country and for the consoli- 
dation of its national sovereignty." 


The minister concluded by saying: "For several months, considerable 

efforts have been set in motion with a view to strengthening EDD's 

[Djibouti Electric Company] infrastructure in order to contribute toward 

the country's economic and social development and to provide for the growing 
needs in electrical energy. By 1985, more than $55 million will be 
mobilized to develop means of producing and distributing electricity, 

both for installations of the city of Djibouti itself and for the districts 
in the interior. 
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"Fifteen million dollars have already been gratned to us in the form of 
gifts by Libya ($2 million for new powerplants in the interior districts) 
and by Saudi Arabia (S13 million for the three new units). 


"Starting 7 March, I will be participating in a lenders’ meeting taking 
place in Kuwait with a view to mobilizing the $40 million necessary for 
expanding the Foulaos powerplant and acquiring two 15-megawatt generators. 


"The Islamic Development Bank, the Kuwaiti Development Fund, the Arab Fund 
for Economic and Social Development, and OPEC should probably agree to this 
loan to the Djibouti Electric Company on very advantageous terms."

ARREST OF ALIENS—-Thursday evening the security forces launched roundup 
operations in the central area of the capital. These raids resulted in 
the jailing of a mass of foreigners whose status in the Republic of 
Djibouti is irregular. In an interview the minister of interior, Idriss 
Farah, stated the reasons for these raids, recalling in particular that 
since independence a large number of foreigners who come from neighboring 
countries have settled in the Republic of Djibouti. The minister added 
that that is not prohibited, inasmuch as the Republic of Djibouti is a 
meeting-ground and a land of interchange, but that foreign nationals 

must conform to the laws which govern their presence in this country. 
According to the minister of interior, the presence of a great number of 
foreigners whose status is irregular is teh cause of a greater and greater 
number of crimes, robberies, rapes, and threats against Djiboutian 
nationals. Moreover, it is a heavy additional burden on the Republic of 
Djibouti's economy. Finally, the minister of interior declared that the 
roundup operations will continue to be carried out in the future, and he 
asked Djiboutian nationals to facilitate the job of the security forces.

NATION'S NATURAL. RESOURCES, BELGIAN RELATIONS NOTED

[Excerpts] In her first official trip as state secretary 
for cooperation for development, Mrs Jacqueline Mayence 

has just gone to Gabon. "I will be criticized," she 

says, "because I am starting with a country reputed to 

be very wealthy."" Wealthy? Yes, indeed, Its oil, 
manganese, wood, and uranium compare quite favorably 

with the resources of a number of other countreis: it 

is among the privileged few-—Libya, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia.... 


It is true that Gabon's earnings are spectacular. But 
this also goes to show that wealth is not the same as 
development, and that development is not simply a question 
of financial resources. Gabon certainly has those 
resources, as well as an inclination to make good use 

of them so as to prepare the country to become a prosperous 
nation before the free ride on natural resources ends, 
Gabonese petroleum reserves are already being exhausted, 
and in a few years there will be no more. There will 
still be manganese, iron, wood, and uranium, but oil 
accounts currently for half of the country's foreign 
trade. That half should be tended carefully.... 


“Hoping to be pleasantly surprised, the government took a census last year. 


"Only a few people know the results: they were not published because the 
conclusions were disappointing. In reality, there must only be about 
800,000 of us. The figure is important in establishing our per capita 
GNP. According to the World Bank, per capita GNP is around $3,850, while 
our government puts it at $1,679. The difference is significant, despite 
the fact that even the smaller figures puts us ahead of all other African 
countries except Libya-—even ahead of South Africa." 














[The young diplomat] closed the issue of MARCHES TROPICAUX [ET MEDITERRANEENS ] 
in which he had sought the figures. The periodical had published a full 

study of the Gabonese economy last year. The statistics and assessments 

it contained hold out fairly encouraging prospects for Gabon, 

"In any case," said the diplomat, "the statistics are quite far from telling 
the full story. Look at that other periodical which proclaimed triumphantly 
that Gabon's GDP [gross domestic production] went from Fr CFA 3.6 billion 

to 710 billion between 1960 and 1980, with a growth rate of more than 100 
percent per year! It is true, but obviously it was because of the oil. 

We have produced 120 million tons of it over the past 20 years. But our 

_ Known reserves amount only to 160 million tons. In a few more years it will 
be gone, barring the unlikely discovery of new reserves." 


Intoxicated With Money 


In short, Gabon has no time to lose if it wants to use its oil to build a 
balanced economy. And this is indeed its desire, as President Omar Bongo 
continues to proclaim. It is true that the country has already had some 
experience with the danger of getting intoxicated with superficial 
prosperity. In 1977 it very nearly capsized into bankruptcy. 


1977: Gabon reaches its peak oil production. There is a constant flood of 
dollars. The country wants to impress Africa, so it decides to host the 
General Assembly of the Organization of African Unity in sumptuous fashion. 
Libreville is hurridly rebuilt. Architecturally daring structures arise 
from the humid turf. There is a proliferation of deluxe hotels. They 
build one of the most beautiful international centers in the world. Within 
a few months, Libreville has shed its unpretentious image as a rustic 
Subprefecture and become a proud capital city with modern highways. All 
during the conference, the OAU participants are awash in champagne, they 
drive around town in hundreds of Mercedes, and they meet in conference rooms 
of gleaming marble. When the curtain comes down, the bill is added up, and 
it is discovered that the national debt is close to $4 billion, nearly 
double total export earnings. Inflation has reached astronomical levels. 
So President Bongo orders a severe austerity program and manages to 
Stablilze the economy, to the surprise of the experts who predicted 
disaster. All public expenditures are striccly controlled, and several 
grandiose projects are abandoned: the Gabonese need only look at the 
marvelous, unfinished ruins of these projects in the capital city-—-masses 
of decaying concrete-——to be reminded that wealth does not bring wisdom. 
Since that time, Gabon has conducted itself as a cautious and moderately 
prosperous country, concerned with its future and with productive 
investments, giving high priority to completion of the trans-Gabon 

railroad that should facilitate exploitation of its mineral resources, but 
also taking the first steps toward true development that relies primarily 
on forest and agricultural cultivation, 


An Oasis of Tradition 
Gabon is at present unusual in several respects, compared with other Third 


World countries. Its birth rate is inadequate (1 percent), the towns are 
not swollen with an influx of peasants, and in fact municipalities must 
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tap labor from Cameroon and Congo to keep essential services running. The 
country is one immense forest in which the majority of the people subsist 
on their own, without communications links to the outSide. Agriculture is 
still rudimentary and traditional: the cities must import all their food. 
In short, despite its great wealth, Gabon is still a primitive country, an 
oasis of tradition in an Africa swept up in the drive for modernization. 
"Basically," says the diplomat, "we are lucky to be both so wealthy and so 
little developed. Our possibilities are unlimited, compared to what is 
happening in teh Arab oil-producing countries: they can scarcely hope to 
invest their petrodollars in agriculture, since their countries are generally 
sandy deserts. Here, everything is possible. And we know that we must 

work quickly if we want to stay out of the clutches of envious neighboring 
countries. But we must do everything all at once: encourage faster 
population growth through major health programs, to eradicate malaria from 
our humid forests. We must move faster to explcit the resources of our 
forests, which are currently producing only one-fourth of the output 

that could be achieved with rational management. We must launch 

agricultural programs. We must complete the trans-Gabon railroad." 


That railroad, by the way, has already cut its way 130 km into the forest; 
the project will be 950 km when completed and will facilitate the economic 
"irrigation" of the country. The construction contract has gone to a 

European consortium, Eurotrag, in which Belgium has a 6.,l-percent interest, 


Meanwhile, the country continues on its peaceful course. The peasants, 
living their isolated existence in the forests, farm the land in their 
traditional way, still ignorant of that prestigious and ambitious capital 
city where wages of which they have never deramed are being paid; but if 
they knew of it, they would start dreaming. The interoccupational 
guaranteed minimum wage there is 7,000 Belgian francs per month: 10 times 
more than in Zaire, for example. Education is broadly available; the 
hospitals are functioning.... And while it may be true that the rich are 
very rich, the poor there are not very poor. 


"Ultimately," says the diplomat, "what we are asking for is not so much 

money as technology. We will be able to pay 70 percent of the salaries of 
the development experts who are sent to us. We will be able to finance the 
equipment we are going to need. What we want in addition is investment, 
assistance in creating our own small enterprises...." 


In simple form, these are the outlines of the country encountered by 
Mme Mayence, who had to make clear, in fact, that she was not the foreign 
trade minister....

[Text] "I am not the minister for foreign trade," Mme 
Mayence had to tell her Gabonese interlocutors, who were 
pleading for private investment. Knowing that Belgians 
have railroading in their blood, her interlocutors never 
stopped elaborating on the astounding prospects to be 
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opened up by the completion of the trans-Gabon railroad, 
The two sides were not exactly talking the same language, 
but in the end Tindemans' state secretary was able to 
turn the talks in the direction she had wanted. "She is 
a woman of iron," said officials in Libreville, who saw 
some resemblance between her and Mrs Thatcher. So there 
was not that much talk about the railroad, except to 
discuss some of the ancillary problems it poses with 
regard to personnel training, and more about social 
problems: education, health, food and, naturally, 
improvement of the status of women, 


A coincidence: Gabon's state secretary for cooperation is also a woman, 
Mme Honorine Dossou-Naki, quite young, vivacious and witty, crowned with 
a tightly plaited coiffure, brought a certain warm intimacy to the talks. 
At the dinner she hosted, she did not make a solemn speech; she confined 
herself to a few remarks expressing the spirit of friendship existing 
between Belgians and Gabonese, and saying that this was what vas most 
important, Mme Mayence responded in the same vein, and the ,entlemen 
present all had to admit that women, despite their reputation for 
garrulousness, make better hosts than men, who always feel obliged to 
burden get-togethers with interminable remarks. There was porcupine to 
eat, aS tasty and tender as calves’ liver, and there were exotic fruits 
with unusual flavors. 


Feminism \\ 


Naturally, the tabletalk turned to feminism. Our dinner companion, a young 

Gabonese diplomat who was tall and slender, said she was happy to see | 
African women making more rapid strides than their European coun’erparts | 
in asserting their rights and prerogativ s. Indeed, she said, Atrica is 

more mature than Europe in this respect, doubtless because the African 

woman, being under the thumb of lazy and hedonistic macho males, had to 

learn to defend and assert herself. Is it not women who really run all 
of Africa? They do it discreetly, allowing the men to imagine that they 

are admired and all-powerful, but able to put them in line without their 

realizing it. European men did it differently: they invented courtly love, 

giving their women the illusion that they were idols in order to lock them 

into comfortable uselessness. Now that the women are asserting themselves, 

the African woman is moving faster: her superiority is becoming ever 

more evident-—a superiority born of so many centuries working alone in the 

fields, because tilling the land was too base an occupation for her worthy 

husband, who thought he was made for the noble pursuits of hunting, 

fishing, and the government of the community. In Ev~ope, the women had 

to invent feminist militancy, with all its foolishness, whereas in Africa 

it was enough for them to be themselves. 


Sitting on our left was a Gabonese official who listened and smiled. Then 
he murmured: 


"We are more clever than you. Here, our women have always worked harder 
than the men. Their feminism only drives them to work harder. We are 
happy to be sexist." 
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But someone else challenged this, saying that soon African men would be out 
of the picture, and unless they watch their step it will be the same for 
men everywhere, 


Then Mme Mayence was invited to stay 3 weeks in Libreville to undergo an 
initiation into the secret rites of African women, It was explained that 
then she would clearly understand all the problems with which she has to 
deal, "Heavens,'' exclaimed one of the Belgian guests, "what will she find 
out at AGCD?" [expansion unknown] General Manager Leenaerts and special 
assistant Guillot-Pingue hid their faces at the thought.... 


The following day Mme Mayence had extensive talks with Mme Agathe Okumba, 
wife of the former foreign minister, who heads a powerful women's movement 
in Libreville that publishes a small newspaper, organizes educational and 
basic literacy classes, and carries on a completely balanced nutrition 
program based on local food products. It was decided to study the 
possibility of technical assistance for this movemert, which is recognized 
by the Gabonese as probably more effective and closer to the people than 
any of the government agencies. 


"No Private Preserve" 


Mme Mayence was also received by President Omar Bongo, who expressed his 
ardent wish to see cooperation between Brussels and Libreville develop. 
One official bluntly told us that in fact the President and the entire 
country have had enough of being considered France's "private preserve," 
France, under the pretext of being the guarantor of CFA currency, thinks 
itself entitled to override all the decisions of Gabonese officials. 


"This is why we want to diversify our cooperation. Obviously, that is not 
pleasing to our dear cousins, and you can be sure that -fme Mayence is being 
closely watched." 


This also seems to be the opinion of several Gabonese journalists who 
interviewed the state secretary, asking her if she did not fear that 
obstacles" stand in the way of Belgian cooperation with Gabon, They 
pressed her, but avoided making clear what they meant, The state secretary 
replied that she did not see what obstacles could present themselves, and 
that in any case it was in no one's interest for cooperation to become the 
object of rivalry. In short, she had understood, and so did the 
journalists.

"You see," we were told, "our dear cousins will accept certain things, but 


not everything. You must not threaten their economic supremacy, The 
Japanese have already deprived them of a big chunk of the automobile 
market....

A joint commission will be established to 
come up with specific projects, "taking into account the real possibilities 
and potential of the two countries."" Bilateral cooperation will be oriented 
toward transport, rural development, education, the promotion of small 
industry. The Belgian interlocutors were in fact surprised by the modest 
requests that Gabon presented: for the time being, a few study 
scholarships, a few development experts, assistance for teh activities 
being carried out by women. The discussions went smoothly except on one 
point: utilization of a government-government loan of 50 million Belgian 
francs, which the Gabonese want to handle as "businessmen" rather than 

as "developers." 


All things considered, both sides ended the talks with a feeling of 
satisfaction....

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REPORTAGE ON NUNOO-MENSAH'S DELEGATION LONDON VISIT

BRIGADIER J. Nunoo-Mensah, Ghana's 
Chief of Defence Staff and member of the 
National Provisional Defence Council, has 
dismissed as ‘‘outrageous” the recent 
allegations in Lagos made by a Ghanaian 
diplomat seeking political asylum. Alhaji 
Youssif Patty, the High Commissioner 
appointed by President Limann, alleged 
that “‘about 2,700” soldiers and civilians 
had been killed in Ghana and that Libyan 
soldiers could be seen guarding the airport, 
radio station and army headquarters in 
Accra. Brigadier Nunoo-Mensah said he 
would be “‘surprised if we lost more than 30 
to 40 people’. He said he would not be 
party to a government that violated human 
rights, and that the PNDC was not there to 
eliminate Ghanaians but to reform them 
without coercion. 

The Chief of Defence Staff was address- 
ing a press conference in London last 
week along with two members of the 
delegation he led — Mr. P. V. Obeng and 
Mr. K. Ahwoi. On the nature of the 
delegation’s visit to England, Brigadier 
Nunoo-Mensah said among its goals was to 
explain what was going on in Ghana to 
leaders in a country that was attached to 
Jemocracy and which was concerned when 
nother country with which it had relations 
departed from muliipartyism. Mentioning 
that he was Sandhurst-trained, that both 
Ghana and Britain were members of the 
Commonwealth, the CDS said the delega- 
tion had been very warmly received and 
had had a sympathetic hearing. The dele- 
vation held talks with Lord Carrington, 
he Foreign Secretary, Mr. Richard Luce, 
Minister of State at the Foreign Office, 
Admiral of the Fleet, Sir Terence Lewin, 
and representatives of some international 
“Ompanies with interests in Ghana. 

The CDS said they did not come to talk 
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about specific aid programmes, detailed 
liscussion of which would come later. It 
as more an exchange of views, and to 
correct iniaccurate press reporting of events 
in Ghana. He said there was a little 
programme going between Ghana and 
Britain which he thought would be main- 
tained. 

On finances, investment, and the Inter- 
aational Monetary Fund, Mr Obeng said 
the revolution was taking an ‘X-ray look at 
the whole economic structure”, and the 
PNDC did not intend to prolong the 
vicious circle of dependence on foreign 
loans. He said 25 years of these loans and 
grants with Ghana still in the quagmire of 
poverty meant a new look had to be taken 
at the economic strategy. He confirmed 
that negotiations with the IMF had reached 
an advanced stage by December 31, 
although the People’s National Party gov- 
ernment had lacked political will. Since no 
part of the economy was going to escape 
the X-ray scrutiny, any package and condi- 
tions put forward by the IMF would also be 
looked at carefully. 


On devaluation, Mr. Obeng said there 
was no way an undisciplined currency 


could be related to other currencies with- 
Out first putting in some discipline. After 
the injection of discipline “‘we would then 
see [the cedi's] position in relation to other 
currencies and then make the necessary 
corrections as we deem fit’. Here he 
mentioned the various measures taken 
since December 31 which, after five weeks 
had brought the unofficial exchange rate 
down from C80 = £1 to C35 = £1. He said 
the PNDC did not rule out devaluation as a 
possible option, but that it was only one of 


several options the government would con- 
sider. 
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CSO; 


Instead of the ‘traditional’ loans which 
nourished dependence on further loans 
and grants, Mr. Obeng said the PNDC was 
interested in assistance which would pro- 
vide “roots for proper economic growth”’. 
With agriculture as the “bedrock of a new 
economic order” in Ghana, any investment 
directed towards agriculture would be wel- 
come, though not to the exclusion of all 
other sectors. The potential of gold pro- 
duction had been assessed, and although 
not a scheduled part of the delegations’ 
business in London, it had discussions 
related to promotion of the gold industry. 

Several questions bore on “democracy”, 
“return to civilian rule’’ and when there 
would next be elections in Ghana. Mr. 
Ahwoi said electoral democracy made 
sense in a society where the electorate had 
been “properly schooled in a way as to 
believe that the people that the electoral 
process throws up can do something to 
their benefit’. Consistent experience in 
Ghanaian history showed that the elected 
‘forgot’ the people who had elected them. 
One of the PNDC’s main concerns was to 
ensure that if and when the electoral 
process was resorted to again, that gap 
which historically was created between the 
electorate and the elected would not exist 
again. With all the experience of the June 4 
era, Mr. Ahwoi said it was very surprising 
the rapidity and “joyous abandon” sth 
which the ‘‘political iniquities” of the past 
had returned in the Third Republic. The 
Ghanaian people were now being organ- 
ised politically, in the workplace and in 
the community, to achieve the political 
consciousness required for a genuine parti- 
cipatory democracy. With luck, this might 
take a short time, but it could also be a 
lengthy process and it was therefore im- 
possible to be precise about any date for a 
return to electural democracy. As to 
whether this was the last coup in Ghana, 
Brigadier Nunoo-Mensah said he was quite 
hopeful the PNDC could give Ghana an 
honest government, which would remove 
any basis fe a coup. As long as the PNDC 
made the weak and downtrodden in Ghana 
its main concern there would be no need 
for a coup. 

Was the resumption of Nigerian oil sales 
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and debt-rescheduling for Ghana a sign ot 
Nigerian understanding of what was hap- 
pening in Ghana, and were other suppliers 
showing that same understanding? Briga- 
dier Nunoo-Mensah has said “‘both Nige- 
rians and ourselves understand the need to 
have a stable Ghana. Instability is infec- 
tious. I think it is in our mutual interests; 
it’s in the interests of the Western world to 
have a stable Ghana. That's the message 
I've come to preach here”. 

What had Fit-Lt. Rawlings meant exact- 
ly when he said the people’s courts would 
not be hampered by legal technicalities, 
asked one concerned journalist? The Chief 
of Defence Staff said the PNDC respected 
human rights and believed in the rule of 
law. Those put on trial would have full 
opportunity to defend themselves he 
added. Mr. Ab-voi pointed out that several 
people arrested after December 31 had 
been released, while the rest were being 
held pending the results of investigations. 
There would be no blanket trial, and no 
one would be tried just for having been a 
member of the PNP. President Limann, he 
said, would be treated just like everyone 
else. 

On the legal technicalities, he said even 
in Britain there had been a question of 
accused people getting off through tech- 
nicalities; legal “‘aberrations”’ were numer- 
ous in Ghana because of the absence of a 
legal heritage. The prevailing concern was 
that people who had committed economic 
crimes that had undermined the structure 
of decent Ghanaian life should be dealt 
with according to the conception of justice 
of the “ordinary man on the Clapham 
omnibus’’, or in Ghana's case, the Nima 
tro-tro. 

He recalled the Chief of Defence Staff's 
Lagos statement that there would be no 
executions in Ghana, adding that no provi- 
sion for a death penalty had been included 
in the legislation that would found the 
people's tribunals. As to what constituted 
economic crimes, he pointed to gross 
tax-evaders as an example, people whose 
criminal profiteering had been done to the 
detriment of the ordinary people of Gha- 
na. An example was going to be set for 
future generations, he added. 
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INCREASE OF ASSASSINATION ATTEMPTS AGAINST RAWLINGS ALLEGED

[Text] ACCRA, March 20 - Flight Lieutenant Jerry Rawlings, G hana's Head of 
State since the New Year's Eve overthrow of President Hilla Limann's civilian 
Government, finds himself faced with an increasingly difficult economic situa- 
tion as rumours fly about new coup plots. 


Over the past few weeks the Chairman of the Provisional National Defence 
Council (PNDC) has reportedly been the target of several assassination at- 
tempts. The last one was on Friday, March 5, the eve of celebrations marking 
Ghana's 25th independence anniversary, according to political circles here. 


According to these reports, several officers behind the March 5 operation were 
arrested and subsequently executed. 


Other assassination attempts were reported to have been made during February, 
led by Ghanaian Army officers opposed to the new regime. 


On March 6, duringthe military parade in Accra marking the independence anni- 
versary, Flt.-Lt Rawlings arrived in a machine-gun carrier surrounded by 
heavily-~armed soldiers in combat dress and escorted by two other armoured 
vehicles. During the ceremonies he was surrounded by bodyguards with guns at 
the ready. 


Basic Shortages 


It is public knowledge that this isthe only way the new Ghanaian leader moves 
about, even inside Burma Camp, the main military base here, where he lives. 


These various attempts would explain why he has not found the time to come up 
with his promised economic recovery programme, even though the economic situ- 
ation is still deteriorating. 


The worsening situation is obvious each day in the capital, where it is be- 


coming increasingly difficult to find such basic consumer necessities as 
bread, rice, sugar and meat. 
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The Market Mammies 


The new mlitary authorities are locked in a struggle with the market mammies, 
the women who control most of the local trade, and neither of the two sides is 
prepared to give way. The PNDC is insisting that stocks held by the market 
mammies, who are now banned from handling imported goods, should be sold at 
controlled prices fixed by the Council. The traders argue that they cannot 
sell at a loss, andsome of them have hoarded their goods, even burying them to 
hide them from the newly-created people's defence committees. 


At the same time there has been no improvement in the already bad industrial 
situation. Factories are under-producing through lack of spare parts or other 
essential commodities for which import licences are wnobtainable because of 
lack of foreign exchange. 


The peoples' defence committees have brought widespread disputes in the fac- 
tories, which have further slowed down production and led to assaults on some 
executives. Several factory managers, including expatriates, have been ac- 
cused by the committees of poor management, sometimes of fraud, and have been 
summoned to explain themselves. 


Army Chief of Staff Brigadier Nunoo Mensah, a senior Council member, has had 
to intervene publicly to make it clear that power was not given to the people 
so that they could molest the bosses. 


Elsewhere, all foreign development and economic cooperation projects have been 
halted since the coup, as the overseas partners wait for Ghana's economic 
policy to be defined. 


Libya Holding Back 


It seems that even Libyan aid is not as significant as had been thought early 
in January, when thetwo countries resumed relations in the wake of the coup. 
The Ghanaian delegation which visited Tripoli in February obtained only a gift 
of 50,000 tonnes of oil, the promise that a 15-year energy supply programme 
would be drawn upand discussions about a possible scheduled air route between 
Tripoli and Accra. 


To ensure oil supplies, Ghan a has had to pay Nigeria 21 million dollars out 
of its 110 million-dollar unpaid oil bill. Nigeria had halted supplies in 
January. 


The priority today is on agricultural development. In January Flt.-Lt. Raw- 
lings sent university students on vacation witil mid-April so they could help 
bring in the cocoa harvest, the country's main foreign exchange earner. Now 
he has announced that the target is self-reliance in food within one year. 
Ghana has plenty of rich landand it should not be difficult to become self- 
sufficient. This is one task that does not require heavy financial investment, 
and which, if successful, could provide the basis for economic recovery.

ictal I WAITED three long days for this interview, It was 
scheduled for several occasions and each time it was 
postponed; something else had cropped up which could 
not be delayed. Such is the nature of revolutions... 


I was told that it would be difficult to arrange the 
interview, but that the fact that I had been sent from 
Mozambique “helps a lot”. I seemed to have jumped 
the queue — Reuters, Tass and Associated Prese had 
all requested interviews before me. 


Burma Camp, the military complex on the outskirts © 
of Accra, has become the decision-making centre for 
Ghana’s new regime. Here Jerry Rawlings, and his most 
important colleagues, live in military barracks. Here 
mee follews meeting without pause, Now it was 
with military commanders of the frontier areas, 
now with a delegation preparing to leave fer abroad, 
now the preparation of preposed changes te the 1982 
budget, 

Finally, after many long and insistent hours, my 
wait vas finally crowned with success. Oaptain Kojo 
Tsikata, one of the men closest to Rawlings, accom- 
panied me to the Flight-Lieutenant’s quarters, At the 
entrance there was a barrier of barbed wire and sand- 
bags. Two soldiers, with steel helmets and Chinese 
AK-47s8, searched me thoroughly, “I hope FRELIMO is 
a bit more gentle,” said Oaptain Tsikata, by way of

AIM: And so you now feel 
that it is crucial that

RAWLINGS: That’s sure, 
it is necessary.

I am 
a very lonely man, in the 
aense that I’ve become the 
bridge between the under- 
dogs and our progressive 
intellectuals. The trouble 
with our intellectuals here 
is that they suffer a com- 
munications and __ideo- 
logical barrier. 

They don't feel the con- 
Gitions of the ordinary 


man. The intellectua’ 
gives a lecture to me, say- 
ing that the _ objective 


conditions are not ripe 
blah blah blah, But he’s 
doing so on the level of a 
full stomach — _  some- 
thing that the underdog 
doesn’t have. He doesn't 
have to get up at three, 
four o’clock in the morn- 
ing to queue to go to the 
toilet. He doesn’t have to 
get up at this time to go 
and get water. So don’t 
come and bring me this 
intetiectuai stuff. 

I'm not too angry at 
the reactionary elements. 
You don’t expect any- 
thing from them, since 
they’re criminals anyway. 
But those of us who 
aren’t —- we haven't done 
enough homework to be of 
use to the underdog’s 
mentality. Because we 
can't even muke ourselves 
understood. The _ intellec- 
tuals stand outside things, 
and as a result they’re 
frightened. In situations 
like that, it’s the angriest 
man who takes the lead. 
Not the priest, not the 
professor — its the angri- 
est man who calls the 
shots. 


INTEGRITY 


AIM: What social system 
do you hope Ghana will 
follow in the future? 
RAWLINGS: People talk 
about capitalism as one 
mode of development, and 
communism or socialism 
as another, but at least 
they’re all on the move, 
using different paths. 
They have something in 
common, namely a certain 
level oi social integrity, a 
certain national character, 
a demand for account- 
ability. All of which is 
missing in most of the 
Third World. 

For those who want to 
talk about freedom in the 
West, I would even aay 
— yes, they probably per- 
mit themselves the free- 
dom to be responsible .. ; 
AIM: But sometimes they 
don’t want to allow that 
freedom .s 
RAWLI? GS: Oh, they 
won't allow it for us, but 
for themselves they would

EXPLOITATION 











For those who want to 
talk about the East, even 
if you want to tel] me 
that they don’t have the 
freedom to be responsible, 
I would say — OK, but 
they are under the control 
of patriotic nationalists. 

But when you come to 
Third World countries, 
when you come to most of 
Africa, when you come to 
my country, we're neither 
permitted the freedom to 
be respomsible nor to be 
under the control of pat- 
riotic nationalists.

Pe'- 
haps they can be compared 
with the “Dynamising 
Groups” set up in Mozam- 
bique shortly before in- 
dependence. At that time 
the capitalists were leav- 
ing the country and sabo- 
taging everything, so we 
needed a channel to link 
FRELIMO with the 
masses. This channel was 
the dynamising groups, 
which took on important 
controlling functions, such 
as getting sabotaged fac- 
tories back into operation. 
T imagine that PDCs here 
could play that kind of 
role 

KAWLINGS: That's right, 
that’s right. But so. far 
the situation hasn't 
erystallised itself that 
well, We have no cadres 
yet. So that we are atill 
directing things at the 
masses, while the cadre 
organisation is being built 
uy 

AIM: But what do you 
think will be the future 


role of the PDCs? 
RAWLINGS: After the 
PDCs there can't possibly 
be anything alse. They 
will be the final authority. 
But right now it’s as if 
we were inciting them, 
giving them the conscious- 
ness to govern’ them- 
selves. However, the point 
will come where we, as 
individuals, will become 
irrelevant. 

I see the PDC’s becom« 
ing the final authority. In 
other words, they have to 
mature, to assume their 
responsibility, their pro- 
per role. 


AIM: Turning now to the 
Provisional National De- 
fence Council, the PNDC. 
What js its role now, 
and what will it be in tne 
future ? 

RAWLINGS: No one can 
predict precisely the social 
development of any organ- 
isation as such. We can't 
give an exact anawer. But 
we have to start from the 
ronerets experience of our 
people and, unlike Mozam- 
ique, we have very little 


experience of current ie- 
volutionary struggles. Of 
COUESE nationally our 
people have the experience 


of an anti-colonial strug- 
gle, and of tryimg to build 
@ progressive organisa- 
tion. 

But the groups which 
have now come together 
~— progressive organisa- 
tions like the New Demo- 
cratic Movement, the 
People’s Revolutionary 
League and above all, the 
most important’ group, 
the progressive officers, 
progressive junior non- 
comissioned officers with- 
in the military — they 
have no experience of 
working together in a re- 
volutionary struggle. So 
it is not easy, we do not 
have what one might call 
a united leadership. You 
have all these groups and 
it's important to have 
some experience of work- 
ing together. Therefore 
you have this body, the 
PNDC, which ts a pro 
visional organ for the 
moment. As the revolution 
develops, as the struggle 
develops, I think there will 
emerge the concrete, ade- 
quate organs to meet the 
revolution’s needs. 


VULNERABLE 


AIM: Ghana’s economic 
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situation is desperate, and 
I think that this makes 
you vulnerable to foreign 
pressure. So what are the 
main steps economically 
that you plan to take in 
the near future? 
RAWLINGS: No doubt 
you can see what’s going 
on here. As far as the 
high prices of goods are 
concerned, it will remain 
like that for some time. 
We have no control over 
that. But as far as pro- 
duction is concerned, 
that is something that 
we can control here, 
and are trying to do some- 
thing about. You can see 
the students getting in- 
volved in productive acti- 
vities, for instance, But 
what about the food situ- 
ation? You are not in- 
dependent if you cannot 
feed yourself. 


EMPHASIS 

A lot of emphasis is 
going tc be laid on this 
question. We're all going 
to have to go back to the 
land. 
AIM: There are certain 
importaz.t sectors of the 
economy under state con- 
trol, and a very developed 
state-services sector. But 
these sectors don't func- 
tion, because they are so 
infiltrated by people who 
are corrupt. How can you 
solve this problem? How 
can you transform this 
into an efficient mechan- 
ism? 
RAWLINGS: I have no 
doubt that ome way will 
be through socialising the 
concept of management. 
We have to transform 
these sectors, s0 that 
people who work in them 
no longer see themeelves 
as slaves, but see that 
they are doing valuable 
work. In other words it 
must helong to them. 


We can't have this non- 
sense going on any longer, 
where we fust produce, 
but have no control over 
what happens >» the final 
produst. 


AIM: Let's mow talk 
about Ghama’s foreign 
policy. The Western Press 
has been speaking a lot 
about our relationship 
with Libya. According to 
some reporta, everybody 
should mow feel that 
Libya is expansionist. The 
Americans are now saying 
that there’s a “new im- 
perialisam" in Africa . . 














RAWLINGS: It’s all non- 
sense, 

AIM: So what role could 
Libya play in ! elping you, 
at the economi: level, for 
instance ? 

RAWLINGS: \/e'll accept 
any kind of assistance 
that will not d: prive us of 
true independence, any 
kind of assis‘ance that 
will complement and en- 
hance our own :fforts, 
AIM: Nigeria, in relation 
to southern A rica, plays 
a certain prog? -ssive role. 
But it seems o me that 
Nigeria has not plaved a 
progressive role towards 
Ghana. 

RAWLINGS: But, my 
brother, it’s precisely be- 
cause what is happening 
here is too close! You 
know one of the shocking 
things that was happening 
in Acheampong’s time? 
We were sitting over here, 
and conferences were being 
held, and Ghana wag par- 
ticipating in them, sup- 
porting the MPLA in 
Angola, A communist 
party. Where lies. the 
morality? When you will 
not tolerate conimunism in 
your own country, but 
you're saying it’s OK over 
there? Precisely because 
it’s not next deor to you! 
Idiots! 


EXAMPLE 


AIM: But you have the 
problem that a number 
of West Africam coun- 
tries are afraid of what 
is happening here in 
Ghana. It might mot be 
a very nice example for 
the dominant groups; .s 
RAWLINGS: Precisely 
because it is a nice exam- 
ple for the masses! 

AIM: So how do you see 
the situation in the coun- 
tries sutrounding you? 
Only Benin could be con- 
sidered sympathetic. What 
do you think the possi- 
bilities are of invasion, 
or of some kind of sub- 
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version in Ghana? 
RAWLINGS: There's oo 
doubt in my mind that 
we'll have to prepare for 
all kinds of sabotage. But 
they’d better not dream 
of am invasion. Because 
we'd burn West Africa: 

They'll do everything 
they can to subveri things 
here, so it is for us inside 
Ghana to protect it, to 
stay awake 24 hours a 
day, to emsure that the 
situation matures. 

No genuine African gov- 
ernment that represents 
the interests oof the 
masses would 4nd what 
is going om here uncom- 
plementary: For those 
who do, they’d better be 
ready for sleepless nights, 
or ready to intensify their 
repression. Democracy can 
be very expensive some- 
times. 

AIM: Finally, how do you 
see your relationship with 
the rest of Africa and 
with the non-aligned 
movement? And how 
would you lke to see 
relations developing be- 
tween Ghana and Mozam- 
bique ? 

RAWLINGS: Of course, 
We hope to have very 
close relations with 
Mozambique, because we 
regard Mozambique as a 
progressive country, a 
revolutionary couatry, 
which is building a social- 
ist society. We in Ghana 
have just started, and 
naturally we will learn 
from the experience of 
Mozambique, amd we hope 
to develop very atrong 
links between our two 
countries, On the more 
gemeral questions of 
foreign policy, Ghana will 
continue to particinate, as 
it has always participated, 
i the OAU, the United 
Nations and the Non- 
Aligned Movement, and 
will do so in the style and 
within the tradition of our

AGPICULTURAL INVESTMENT PROGRAM DRAWN--The Ghana Commercial Bank has drawn up 
an investment programme for this year under which g900m. would be disbursed 
aiiong small-scale farmers in the country, in a bid to develop the rural sector 
and absorb the unemployed youth into the agricultural sector. This was con- 
tained in the bank's ‘Facts Sheets‘ on agriculture just released in Accra. 
The bank's lending policy, the sheets said, was geared towards correcting re- 
qional economic disparity, the creation of employment opportunity and entre- 
preneurship development in areas hitherto uncovered by the bank. The pro- 
gramme would also benefit new applicants for overdraft, loans and advances, 
consortium and equity investment. It added that the proposed 900m. repre- 
sented both the level of extension in the bank's credit and equity investment 
as an addition to loans already granted and disbursed among the bank's farm- 
ers' associations in the country. Increased attention would be on poultry, 
livestock and fishing. Meanwhile, the area manager for the bank in the Volta 
Region, Mr. E. W. K. Adzoku, has announced that 710m. had already been

distributed to all the 13 branches in the area for disbursement to small-scale 
farmers in the region for the current cropping season.

DISAPPEARANCE OF FORMER SECURITY CHIEF--Liberian police have been looking for 
the head of the Special Security Service, Mr. Gbaku Wright, who was sacked 
last weekend for alleged embezzlement, the Justice Department said that Mr. 
Wright took to the bush in Grand Gedeh County, close to the border with the 
Ivory Coast, immediately after being dismissed for alleged embezzlement of 
what Head of State Doe said was more than $90,000 in Executive Mansion Funds. 
The Mansion's chief accountant, Mr. Gibson Sackor, was also dismissed, follow- 
ing allegations that he had improperly handled $75,000 US, the Justice Depart- 
ment said. There was no indication that formal charges had been brought 
against the two men. Announcing their dismissals, Mr. Doe said he had exam- 
ined certain records of the special security service and discovered, during 

an auditor's investigation, gross irreguiarities in the use of government 
funds. The Head of State recently announced (West Africa, February 8) audits 
on senior officials at the Executive Mansion, including Mr. Gbaku Wright.

DOE'S ANTICORRUPTION MEASURES--MONROVIA, March 21--Head of State Samuel Doe 
has sacked the Director of Liberia's Special Security Service (SSS), T. Gbeku 
Wright, and the Chief Accountant at State House, Gibson Sackor, for allegedly 
embezzling over 166,000dollars of public fumds. Mr. Wright is charged with 
the misuse of over 91, 000 dollars while Mr. Sackor is charged with embezzling 
75,000. Mr. Doe, who ordered yesterday that the two men be turned over to the 
Ministry of Justice for prosecution, said failure to make restitution of the 
embezzled amount would result in the confiscation of their property. The 
Liberian leader, who is also Commander of the Army, said he was personally 
taking over supervision of the SSS until the appointment of a new director. 
Early last month Mr. Doe ordered an audit of the finances of State House, 
which is his own office, and of the Ministries of Finance, Education and Pub-~- 
lic Works, saying there were strong indications of corruption. Since then an 
audit of the finances of the Ministry of Commerce, the National Police Force 
and the University of Liberia has also been ordered.

BRIDGE COLLAPSE CUTS RAILWAY--Engineers are working flat out to re-open the 
Blantyre-Salima railway line, closed after the collapse of the rail bridge 
across the Livulezi River last week. A temporary diversion and bridge are 
being built. Malawi Railway officials expect these to be completed in three 
to four weeks time. Reconstruction of the damaged bridge itself will not 
start until May, when the rains have ended, the officials said. Until the 
diversion is completed, Malawi Railways will operate passenger buses between 
Golomoti, the last station south of the bridge, and Mtakataka, north of the 
river. Urgent goods will also be taken by road between the two stations. The 
bridge collapsed last week when one of the three main supporting pillars was 
washed away by floods. Because of the age of the bridge--it was built in the 
1940s--Malawi Railways had been keeping a 24-hour watch on its condition as a 
safety precaution. The bridge fell into the river barely an hour after a pas- 
senger train from Salima had crossed it.

BATTERY PRODUCTION TO RESUME AFTER LONG DELAYS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 17 Mar 82 p 3 


[Excerpt] The production of car batteries is scheduled to resume this May at 
the Tudor factory, located on the outskirts of the city of Maputo. The factory 
has been at a standstill for months due to the lack of raw materials, according 
to Victor Guimaraes, manager of that production unit, who made the statement 
during yesterday's visit by Maj Gen Antonio Hama Thai, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Council of the City of Maputo. 


The chairman of the Executive Council of the City of Maputo was accompanied on 

his visit by a number of the city's directors. At the Tudor factory, the party 
and government leader in the Mozambican capital made a leisurely inspection of 

facilities at the said production unit, which has been paralyzed since October 

of last year by the lack of raw materials. 


According to the manager of that manufacturing unit, which is the only one in 
Mozambique to specialize in the production of electric cells and batteries, 
the production of medium-sized and large dry cells is scheduled to begin this 
June, as soon as the necessary components arrive. 


Victor Guimaraes said during the visit that Tudor was assigned a production 
goal of 25,000 batteries and 20 million medium-sized and large cells. 


As was stated above, the main problem causing the shutdown is, basically, the 
lack of raw materials, particularly lead and metal plates. They are the chief 
components in the production of batteries and cells, which at present are in 
short supply on the domestic market. 


Another problem currently affecting that production unit concerns its financial 
difficulties in meeting its payroll for the approximately 300 workers at the 
Maputo factory and at its branches in Beira, Nampula, and Quelimane. 


According to the manager of the Tudor factory, that production unit spends 
2,000 contos a month to pay the wages of its 300 underemployed workers. At the 
moment, the workers are staying at home and waiting for the raw materials to 
arrive. 
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The enterprise's management assured the chairman of the Executive Council that 
it will pay the workers their wages until all its available funds are gone. 

At the moment, only the administrative personnel and a few maintenance workers 
are working at the enterprise. 


Victor Guimaraes said that the goals established for the 1981 Central State 
Plan were not met due to the lack of raw materials. He added that Tudor has 
an installed capacity for producing 25 million electric cells and 60,000 bat- 
teries. 


Because of the above-mentioned problems, Tudor, which was supposed to export 
over 2,000 batteries to Tanzania, did not fulfill that export plan. There are 
also other orders that cannot be filled for the same reason. 


Tudor's manager told the chairman of the Executive Council of the City of Maputo 
that a certain organization imported batteries at a certain cost in foreign ex- 
change. Or the other hand, Tudor did not receive raw materials because of the 
lack of foreign currency. According to the manager, the imported batteries 

are sold for 4,731 meticals, while Tudor sells its product for 3,675 meticals. 





Attempting to clarify that situation, Tudor's manager said that the money spent 
to acquire the batteries in question could have been used to buy materials to 
insure operations by his enterprise, whose batteries can be sold abroad to 
bring in a greater amount of foreign exchange.

FISHING BOATS PURCHASED FROM PORTUGAL 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 15 Mar 82 p 10 


[Text] ANOP reports that under the terms of a protocol signed in Lisbon, the 
People's Republic of Mozambique is going to acquire three "fish corral" vessels 
with Portuguese crews for experimental fishing in Mozambican shoals. 


The protocol was signed by Basilio Horta, Portugal's minister of agriculture, 
trade and fisheries, and by Joaquim Tenreiro de Almeida, Mozambican secretary 
of state for fisheries, who is in Portugal as part of the party headed by 
Antonio Branco, minister of industry and power. 


In the protocol, Mozambique expresses its willingness to grant fishing licenses 
to Portugal for shrimp and valuable fish. This may result later in the forma- 
tion of mixed-economy companies. 


Also in the field of shipbuilding, it was stipulated that Portuguese and Mozam- 
bican technicians will investigate the types of vessels appropriate for tradi- 
tional fishing in Mozambique and for beginning the exploitation of Mozambican 
fishing resources. 


The protocol states that the framework for activity by Portuguese firms in the 
development of Mozambican fishing and related industries, including both equip- 
ment and fish canning, will be determined at the appropriate time. 


The protocol provides for joint activities in vocational training and scientific 
research in connection with Mozambican fishing. 


It is also possible that a Portuguese research vessel will be sent to Mozambique 
to evaluate resources. 


The director of the Mozambican Institute for Fishing Research, Fernando Simoes, 
is going to remain in Portugal to visit the Portuguese shipyards. 


Mozambique's secretary of state for fishing, Tenreiro de Almeida, met in Porto 
with the owner of the Viana Fishing Enterprise to discuss the establishment of 
a joint venture by firms from the two countries. 
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If that mixed-economy partnership of fishing enterprises becomes a reality, it 
will be the first time that such a thing has happened. 


The owner of the Viana firm is to visit Mozambique in May. 


Also planned is another partnership of the same kind with the Mermaid of the 
Sea firm in Seixal. 


The owner of that firm, Elizabeth Freitas, will also visit Mozambique.

SHRIMP CATCH IN 1981 CALLED SATISFACTORY 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 15 Mar 82 p 3 
[Article by Liege Victorino] 


[Excerpts] Beira--More than 3,280 tons of shrimp, mainly for export, were 
caught in our waters last year by PESCAMAR--a Spanish fishing unit that was set 
up for that purpose--thus achieving the plan's goal of 3,250 tons of that crus- 
tacean. This represents $3.5 million in shipments that are made every 40 days, 
according to Carlos Fernandes, the firm's manager. 


The same source said that the daily shrimp catch varies from 500 to 1,500 kilo- 
grams, depending on the time of year. 


The plan has set this year's goal at 3,750 tons, with an additional 450 tons 
of miscellaneous fish. 


The official also told us that the daily goals are being exceeded, meaning that 
production will be better this year. 


Improved shrimp-catching operations from the standpoint of daily averages were 
also recorded last year, and the possibility exists that the production level 
will rise this year. 


As we indicated above, PESCAMAR devotes itself exclusively to catching shrimp 
for export, but it does not disdain the other fish that wind up in its nets. 

They are delivered to the wharf under the terms of a contract signed between 

PESCAMAR and National PESCOM, which insures that all the fish thus caught are 
made available for domestic consumption. 


Carlos Fernandes also told us that after they are caught, the shrimp remain at 
the fishing grounds to wait for the merchant ship that arrives every 40 days to 
handle their transshipment and transportation. The firm has no refrigeration 
units, so processing is done on board the merchant ship. 


There are plans, however, to transfer four cold storage chambers from EMOPESCA, 
where they are currently being used, to PESCAMAR. 


The same source added that every 40 days, when the merchant ship arrives, the 
entire shrimp catch is sent to Spain in suitable packaging supplied by that 
country. He said that the resulting foreign exchange earnings amount to about 
$3.5 million (approximately 1,295,000 contos).

SPECTRUM OF 1981 AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION REVIEWED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 19 Mar 82 p 3 


[Text] Arnaldo Ribeiro, director of the Agricultural Directorate Unit, has 
been quoted in the quarterly magazine AGRICULTURA, which is published in this 
country, as saying that the levels stipulated in the plan for agricultural de- 
velopment last year produced quantitative and qualitative advances, with empha- 
sis on the state-owned, cooperative, and private sectors. This was true not 
only by reason of the quality of the crops introduced, but also as a result of 
the quality of the production volume achieved. 


Arnaldo Ribeiro said that although there are still obstacles to be overcome, 
the development level of agricultural production last year, particularly in the 
state sector and with respect to crops that are of great importance for exports 
and for supplying the people, [was satisfactory], and there were considerable 
improvements in the development of agricultural activity. 


Of the crops that deserve emphasis because of their economic characteristics, 

the director of the Agricultural Directorate Unit mentioned tea, copra, citrus 
fruit, corn, rice, and potatoes as those whose production was outstanding, al- 
though there were factors preventing full achievement of the established goals. 


A more detailed analysis of the level achieved with each of the crops in ques- 
tion shows, as one example, that of the 21,040 tons of tea called for in the 
plan, only 95 percent, or 20,040 tons, was produced. The reason for nonful- 
fillment of the plan was that the factories were shut down for 2 weeks because 
of a lack of fuel. Even so, there was an increase of about 4 percent over the 
1980 figure. 


Failure to achieve the goal in copra production was due to the lack of fuel, 
spare parts, rust preventatives, sheet iron for repairing the tugs, and zinc 
sheets for the drying ovens. The result was that the crop was harvested, but 
could not be processed or, if it was processed, was stored for long periods 
of time, thus losing its quality. 


Supply problems (fertilizer and seed) and delays in planting the crop were the 
main reasons for nonfulfillment of the plan for corn. The situation was made 
worse by the fact that most of the enterprises with large areas for producing 
that cereal (such as CAIA, CAPEL, MATAMA, and MANICA) do not have driers. The 
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result is that corn must be harvested when the moisture content is low, with 
a consequent loss of production. 


Rice production also had its moment of tribulation, since of the 62,100 tons 
called for in the plan, only 39,000 tons were produced. The reason was that 
the organization responsible for most of the production of that cereal is the 
CAIL [Limpopo Agroindustrial Complex], and that entity was not able to do its 
Share for reasons which are already known and which were thoroughly analyzed 
at a meeting held at the end of last year. 


Potato production totaled 73 percent of the goal. The reasons for the short- 
fall have to do with the fact that all the seed needed for the production cam- 
paign was ordered from a limited number of suppliers, all of them located in 
South Africa. The alleged harvesting delays in South Africa, the embargo on 
railroad cars coming to our country, and problems related to planning and con- 
trol, which still exist, meant that vast areas could not be planted and that 
others were planted too late, thus preventing the intended yields from being 
achieved. 


Although several difficulties were experienced last year, the effort put forth 
by the Maputo State Agricultural Enterprise was obvious, and it was reflected 
in the improvement of that enterprise's organizational level, most of its man- 
agers having been transferred to the production units (Moamba and Magude) so 
that they could experience the rural problems firsthand. 


As far as involvement by the state-owned, cooperative, and private sectors in 
carrying out the plan was concerned, there were a few problems that should be 
emphasized in terms of each sector's characteristics. 


In the state sector, it was noted that although progress was made during the 
last season, there are still a few aspects that are reflected in noncompliance 
with technical standards, and cultivating operations are still not being car- 
ried out strictly according to the rules. 


Because of indiscipline in the organization of the work force, it is not pos- 
sible to implement the system of paying each worker a wage on the basis of 
what he accomplishes. 


The cooperative sector, which is one of the most important because of its so- 
cial characteristics, is still not receiving the forms and systems of support 
that will guarantee its consolidation and development. 


i 


Within the agricultural cooperatives themselves, work on individual plots con 
tinues to be viewed as a priority by the members of those cooperatives to the 
detriment of the collective farm, since production by the cooperatives is still 
not a decisive factor in the economy of the peasants. 


On the basis of the above, Arnaldo Ribeiro concluded as follows: 


"It is necessary to engage in arduous work involving the local structures and 
to introduce mechanisms that will further promote the formation of cooperatives, 
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since they constitute a necessity that will contribute to economic fulfillment 
by the cooperatives. 

"Failure to clearly define the structures responsible for specific private en- 
terprises has been making it difficult for the latter to operate, since they 
do not know where to turn for the solution of their problems, specifically as 
regards acquisition of the means and factors of production, and this affects 
the performance of which they are capable for the purpose of contributing to 
improved supplies for the people."

PORTUGUESE TV COOPERATION--A delegation from the Portuguese Radio-Television 
System (RTP) will arrive in Maputo tomorrow to conclude preparations for a 
cooperation agreement with Mozambique Experimental Television [TVE]. That is 
what our reporters learned yesterday from Antonio Schwalbach, director of that 
communications medium. Signing of the agreement is scheduled for the middle 

of this year. The same source said that the agreement will cover the areas of 
technical assistance, vocational training, the supplying of programs, and in- 
formation. In Portugal meanwhile, the RTP has announced that "independently of 
formalization of that agreement, specific actions are being taken, including 
the sending of RTP productions for showing in Mozambique and the preparation 

of equipment and technicians." In addition to confirming that report, Antonio 
Schwalbach told our reporters that the TVE is already benefiting from some 
cooperation on the basis of a memorandum signed by officials of the two media. 
The TVE official added: "At this moment, an RTP producer is working with us, 
and it has been agreed that we will be provided with a 35mm black-and-white 
telecine system as well as a mobile studio with two cameras, also black and 
white.'' The delegation expected in Maputo tomorrow will consist of a member of 
the RTP's management, the technical director, and the director of training. 

The TVE has already signed one agreement with Hungary and another with Algerian 
Television. There are plans to extend that cooperation in the near future to 
Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia.

The contrary situation 
of course would be to 
direct resources into 
items that we cannot af.- 
ford and items that will 
bring no lasting affect to 
the country. If anything, 
such expenditure will 
lead us to depression 


and bankruptcy.

Finance Minister's Budget Criticized

SA Finance Minister 
Owen Horwood’s 
Budget has turned out to 
Se surprisingly mild 


considering the sub- 
continent’s present 
economic circum- 
stances. 


The greatest area of 
concern of course has 
been the sharp decline of 
the gold price from an 
average of 613 dollars 
an ounce in 1980 to 460 
dollars in 1981 and an 
average so far this year 
of 364 dollars. In recent 
weeks the price has 
fluctuated around 320 
dollars. 

The affect of this has 
been a drop in govern- 
ment income from gold 
of R2,17b in 1981-82 to 
an expected R900m for 
the current fiscal year. 

Coupled with the 
aforementioned has been 
the levelling off and con- 
traction of other sectors 
of the SA economy. 

Yet against that 
seemingly frightening 
background, Minister 
Horwood drew up a 
Budget of R18,2b total 
expenditure of which he 
has a deficit before bor- 
rowing of R2,3b. This 
amounts to 2,8 percent 
of the GDP. 

His approach was to 
keep the increase in ex- 
penditure at a minimum 


(up 11,5 percent which 
is well below the current 
inflation rate), impose a 
$5 percent loan levy on 
individual taxpayers, in- 
crease company tax 
from 40 to 42 percent 
and to introduce a slight 
increase in indirect taxa- 
tion. 

Most important, the 
Exchequer will not be 
forced to go to the bank- 
ing sector for net re- 
course which would 
have the effect of push- 
ing local interest rates 
up even higher. 

Significantly, 
however, Minister Hor- 
wood does not feel that 
local interest rates are 
high yet in real terms 
which could mean that 
he will have no ob 
jection to Reserve Bank 
Governor Gerhard de 
Kock turning the screws 
even tighter if inflation 
cannot be contained. 

Welcome measures to 
the South Africans must 


undoubtedly be in- 
creased relief for social 
pensioners, civil _ ser- 


vants, married working 
women ar.d wine and 
fruit-juice drinkers. 

It is not clear yet what 
Minister Horwood has 
in store for SWA, but 
going by ‘the afore- 
mentioned, it would 
seem that we can expect 
a financial contribution 
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equal to that last year in 
money terms, but not 
necessarily in real terms. 

Minister Horwood de- 
scribed his own Budget 
as “conservative and 
strict”, 

On balance, again, we 
would describe it as 
slightly milder than that. 

But by the same 
token, SWA has not had 
the boom that South 
Africans have come to 
enjoy.

NDP, DAMARARAAD REPORTEDLY FORM NEW PARTY

MR PETER KALANGULA’s NDP 
and Mr Justus Garoéb’s Damararaad 
agreed in principle in Windhoek this 


morning to merge. 


The new party will be potentially one of the most 


powerful in the country. 


The Owambo-based 
NDP broke away from the 
DTA recently while the 
Damararaad broke away 
from the NNF. 

No firm decisions have 
been made as yet on the 
leadership of the new party 
and nor has a name been 
decided. The _ existing 
leadership of the two par- 
ties will cooperate on a 
fairly loose basis for the 
time being. 

Negotiations between 
Messrs Kalangula and 
Garoéb started yesterday 
and proceeded fairly rapid- 
ly because of the con- 
siderable common ground 
that was found between 
them. Final agreement was 
reached late yesterday and 
confirmed this morning. 

Details were still being 
thrashed out at a local 
hotel at the me of going to 
press. 

General agreement is 
said to have been reached 
on these points: 

@ That ail Namibians be 
united into one nation and 
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that ethnic interests will be 
secondary to national in- 
terests; 


@ Opposition to the pre- 
sent ethnic form of govern- 


ment; 

@ The process to in- 
dependence must be 
hastened; 

@® An end must be 


bi ought about to the war in 
the north; 

@ And everything possi- 
ble must be done to ac- 
celerate the country’s 
economic development and 
that housing and education 
be made top priorities. 

Asked to comment this 
morning, Mr Garoeb said: 
“We have reached agree- 
ment on many matters and 
we are now exploring 
others. We will also be 
reporting back to our 
respective parties before 
the issue is finalised”. 

Mr Kalangula said in 
turn that he was “delighted 
about developments. I 
think that we are starting 
to move now and people 
are beginning to realise 
that we are a factor to 
reckon with.” 
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Mr Kalangula said that 
a press conference will be 
called in the near future to 
spell out the details, once 
they had been accepted ful- 
ly by both parties. 

He also confirmed that 
arrangements were being 
made to hold a meeting in 
Katutura within the next 
few weeks and details will 
be spelt out there as well. 
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NO RECONCILIATION WITH DTA 


THE National Democratic Party is in 
no mood whatsoever to rejoin forces 
with the ruling DTA in the forseeable 


future. 


That was the blunt reac- 
tion this morning of NDP 
leader Mr Peter Kalangula 
when asked to comment on 
tiie diplomatic posturing of 
DTA members of the 
National Assembly 
towards the NDP late last 
week. 

Mr Katuutire Kaura in- 
tumated that there was 
common ground between 
the NDP and the DTA 
because the NDP members 
were once part of the DTA 
crucible while Mr Gregoir 
Tibinyane said that he sup- 
ported Mr Kalangula on 
Certain issues and Mr 
Kalangula might have got 
his own way in the DTA if 
he was more patient. 

Mr Kalangula said this 
morning however that the 
NDP’s differences with the 
DTA remained, and not 
least of these was that the 
DTA is __ perpetuating 
apartheid in “a more 
human form”. 

“I cannot accept that, 
despite the promises DTA 
leaders have made to NDP 
members if they return to 
the DTA”, he said. 

“The major stumbling 
block in the DTA is Mr 
Mudge who is trying to 
divide the people while 
others try and unite the 
people”. 

Mr Kalangula was par- 





ticularly critical of Mr 
Mudge’s alleged moves a 
fortnight ago to upturn the 


apple cart among the 
Ow ambos. 

He made two major al- 
legations: 


@ That because peopie in 
Owambo refused to turn 
out at DTA meetings in 
large numbers, Mr Mudge 
allegedly ordered Defence 
Force helicoptes to go out 
and fetch Owambo 
headmen and bring them in 
to DTA meetings; 

@ And that the Headmen 
were brought to Windhoek 
last week under allegedly 
false pretences. 

Mr Kalangula claimed 
that the Headmen have 
complained to him on both 
allegations. 

Referring to the first al- 
legation, Mr Kalangula 
said that the Headmen told 
him that they were given 
little option in the matter;

mectings “or else”. 


On the second ailiega- 
tion, he said the Headmen 
were invited to attend the 
opening of the National 
Assembly, “but it appears 
that the real intention was 
to give a show of DTA 
strength which is partly 
groundless”.

Kalangula remarked: 
“Who are these 


manipulators? I challenge 
the DTA to tell us.

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MUDGE REPORTEDLY ACCUSES WEST GERMANY OF INTERFERING POLITICALLY 
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COARSE in- 
terference by West Ger- 
many, top SA Govern- 
ment officials and the 
SA Defence Force have 
manipulated domestic 
Namibian politics, 
precipitating an open 
confrontation between 
Peter Kalangula, former 
DTA President and Mr 
Dirk Mudge, Chairman 
of the Ministers’ Coun- 
cil. 

This startling allegation 
was made by Mr Dirk 
Mudge in the National As- 
sembly yesterday after 
noon. 

He was replying to the 
second reading on the Ad-

in the public and press gal- 
lery, Mr Mudge yesterday 
initiated his long-awaited 
exposé of the ‘hidden 
manipulators’ behind the

Owambo arm, the 
National Democratic 


Party, breaking away from 
the Alliance. 

Mr Mudge promised a 
few weeks ago to “expose 
the mampulators” 

After dealing with his 
past relationships with Mr 


Peter Kalangula, and with 
Mr Werner Neef, both of 
whom left their top posi- 
tions in the DTA and the 
Ministers’ Council to com- 
bine forces inanew political 
force, Mr Mudge described 
the inconsistencies in the 
political moves of both. 

These inconsistencies, he 
said, indicated that 
something else lay behind 
it all. 

“Plans that don’t make 
sense are usually someone 
else’s plans”, he said. 

The manipulations by 
outside forces of internal 
DTA affairs, have been 
consciously cloaked in per- 
sonal confrontation 
between Mr Mudge and his 
two ex-colleagues, ac- 
cording to Mr Mudge. 

INTERFERENCE 

“I wondered, and then I 
realised there was in- 
terference in our affairs, 
threatening the right of the 
Territory’s people to their 
own _ self-determination”, 
he said. 

Referring to the “crude 
interference by West Ger- 


many in our affairs”, Mr 
Mudge named a German 
journalist, Dr Hans Ger- 
mani, in his role with the 
new political force pitting 
itself against the DTA.

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elections”, Mr Mudge said. 

Turning to “crude in- 
terference by senior of- 
ficials in the SA Govern- 
ment”, Mr Mudge said he 
did not want to be mis- 
interpreted. 

He was not alleging that 
the Prime Minister or, 
Ministers of Defence and 
of Foreign Affairs, were in- 
volved, since he could not 
prove it, but certain of- 
ficials have been 
manipulating tne politics of 
SWA, continued Mr 
Mudge. 

He went on to say that 
Dr Germani gave Mr 
Werner Neef air tickets to 
arrange finance for the new 
political party at the SA 
Defence Force in Pretoria. 

Mr Mudge said a full 
report on Mr Neef’s visit to 
Pretoria will — still be 
produced. 

“I want to know what 
happened there”. 


LAUGHED 

At this point Mr Werner 
Neef laughed across the 
floor. 

Mr Mudge went on to 
say that he appreciated the 
role of the SADF in the 
Territory. It was fighting 
for the whole SA. The 
DTA was also fighting at 
the frontline of SA, he ad- 
ded. 

“But officials of that 
Government are involving 
themselves with matters 
with which they have 
nothing to do”, he warned. 
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(“Hulle bemoei hulle met 
sake waarmee hulle niks te 
doen het nie”). It had been 
agreed that the SADF 
would fight militarily while 
the DTA would conduct 
the political struggle, ac- 
cording to Mr Mudge. 

_ He then went on to hint 
at the role of other factors 
in the political intrigue 
against the DTA, in a 
mysterious statement: 


“FINISH IT OFF” 

“There are still other 
links in this business. Links 
which stretch back a long 
way. And there’s one of 
them that I’m busy follow- 
ing up, about which I’m 
not speaking today — one 
of them. But I warn that 
when I have finished with 
that link (skakel) I will 


have completely finished 
with it. I promised I would 
talk when I am ready, and 
then I will finish it off once 
and for all”. 

Mr Mudge then said he 
doubted that the DTA 
would go ahead with the 
current Western initiative 
as long as there was out- 
side interference “in our af- 
fairs”. 

People can draw all sorts 
of conclusions, he added 
but “the DTA has come to 
Stay in SWA.” 

In an impassioned tone, 
Mr Mudge then wanted to 
know why other political 
parties such as the NDP 











were now being backed as 
“winnins horses”. 
(wenperde). 

“Just take the chains off 
the DTA and we can also 
be a winning horse”, he 
said. 

It was easy for other 
parties to reject the interim 
government and the con- 
stitutional system in SWA, 
according to Mr Mudge, 
because they were free to

Pastor Heita said that 
when Mr Mudge addressed 
the National Assembly 
yesterday afternoon, he 
(Pastor Heita) could not 


help comparing Mr Mudge 
with Goliath. 

“Mr Mudge spoke just 
like Goliath, saying how he 
would kill David and give 
his corpse to the vultures. 

“Mr Kalangula however 
compares with David and 
Mr Mudge should not

Pastor Heita said that 
the DTA representatives 
might regard themselves 
strong because they sit in 
the National Assembly, 
but the NDP awaited them 
at the polls.

BECKER MOVES TO DROP INDEPENDENCE MOVE AS FAILURE 
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MR Sarel_ Becker, 
leader of the HNP, 
presented a motion in 
the National Assembly 
yesterday which would, 
if passed, put the clock 
back at least 10 years. 

The motion appeals to 
the SA Government, 
through the AG, “not to 
continue with the current 
independence exercise with 
respect to the Territory”, 
but to reintroduce the 
status quo as it existed 10 
years ago. 

The motion notes that 
“10 years of negotiations 
and other activities to 
make SWA an independent 
state have clearly failed,” 
and that “these negotia- 
tions and other activities 
have undermined _ the 
economic and _ political 
stability of the Territory.” 

It also notes that “it is 
now clearer than ever 
before that SWA's salva- 
tion lies in closer military, 
economi: and political in- 
teraction with SA.” 

The concrete steps Mr 
Becker would like to see 
taken include the dissolu- 
tion of the National As- 
sembly, ending the current 
independence initiative, 
reverting to the principle of 
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each ethnic group being 
given “the opportunity for 
self government in their 
own separate area”, 
reintroduction of the posi- 
ton of Commissioner 
General for Blacks and a 
similar post for the “Brown 
peoples”, scrapping the 
post of AG and reintroduc- 
tion of direct representa- 
tion for Whites in the SA 
Parliament. 

The motion also rejects 
the principle of a-one-man 
One-vote election “in a ter- 
ritory where 85 percent of 
the potential voters are not 
even capable of performing 
the elementary acts neces- 
sary to. indicate their 
choice on a ballot for 
themselves.” 

In addition, the status of 
the White legislative as 
sembly should be re- 
established as it was before 
the proclamation of AG 8. 


The motion was not 
debated, but only 
presented to the Assembly. 


Mr Becker is_ being 
watched with interest dur 
ing this session of the 
National Assembly after 
he announced earlier on 
this year that he would 
resign from the Assembly 
during this session. 
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TENSTON SAID BUILDING UP BETWEEN AG, VARIOUS OFFICIALS 


Municipal Officials Angry 
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TENSION is building up between the 
AG and Municipal officials in the latest 
round of controversy over third-tier 


government. 


Municipal officials are 
understood to be very un- 
happy with the sudden 
cancellation of a meeting 
with the AG, Mr Danie 
Hough, which was due to 
be held on Friday. A 
delegation from the 
Municipal Associaticn was 
to meet with Mr Hough at 
noon to. discuss the 
proposed take-over of 
third-tier government by 
the Ministers’ Council. 

According to Mr Fred- 
die vai. der Merwe, 
Secretary of the Associa- 
tion, “no reasons were 


given” for the cancellation 
of the meeting. He told The 
Advertiser that another 
meeting would be held this 
morning at 10 am. 

According to Mr Udo 
Klipwe, Secretary to the 
AG, however, the meeting 
will not be held today. It 
would only be possible to 
schedule the meeting for 
tomorrow, he said, but ar- 
rangements still had to be 
made. 

Asked why Friday’s 
meeting had been cancel- 
led, he said the AG had not 
been able to “fit it in”. He 


said “we simply got into 
difficulties with the 
programme.” 

“Its not that we don’t 
want to see them”, he said. 
But Municipal officials are 
upset at the last-minute 
cancellation, since the issue 
is regarded as an important 
one. 


The Association is 
known to be strongly op- 
posed to the takeover bid, 
and would like to see the 
recommendations of the 
Arnold Commission 
implemented. The dif- 
ferences centre on the 
question of whether a city 
like Windhoek should have 
one municipality or three. 

The Arnold Commission 
recommends that Katutura 


and Khomasdal each have 
their own municipality. 


“Each more or less 
homogenous local com- 
munity, defined by its 
needs, abilities and the 
standard of environmental 
services that it accepts for 
itself, has a right to its own 
local government. The 
measure of authority it will 
have in its own matters, 
will depend only on the 


question of whether it can 
afford to manage itself.”, 
the Commission states. 


The Ministers’ Council 
is opposed to the recom- 
mendations, and a con- 
troversy arose when it was 
said at a press conference 
that the Commission’s 
recommendations had been 
rejected. The Council is 
known to be in favour of a 
single municipelity in 
Windhoek, and announced 
at the same conference that 
it had decided to take over 
local government with effect 
from April 1. ; 

This would pave the way 
for the unification of the 
municipal authorities in 
Windhoek, and make it 
poss'ble for petty apartheid 
restrictions in the city to be 
done away with. This 
could affect such facilities 
as the swimming pool and 


library. 
Meanwhile, divisions 
have emerged on_ the 


municipal scene about the 
issue. Some municipalities 
have expressed themselves 
in favour of the move by 
the Ministers’ Council. It 
has been claimed that the 
move would benefit the sm- 
aller local authorities, who 
have so far been treated 
badly by the second-tier 
Authorities. 
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In a declaration at last 
week’s meeting of the 
Karibib Town Council, the 
Mayor, Mr Volker 
R woldt accused the 
Municipal Association of 
distorting the truth. 

Referring to a letter from 
the Association, he said it 
was “nresponsible, either 
through stupidity or 
malice.” The letter, he said, 
presented an untruth, 
which undermined all trust 
in this institution once and 
for ail. 

Mr Rodenwoldt said the 
decision of the Ministers’ 


Council was in line with 
AG 8, and that there had 
been not protest about the 
matter when AG & was 
promulgated. 

“I repeat, firstly, new 
constitutional decisidns 
have not. been taken. 
Secondly, the report and 
the recommendations of 
the Arnold Commission 


have not been rejected and 
thirdly, the question of 
cities (White, Black and 
Brown) living together is a 
constitutional one and re- 
mains subject to the deci- 
sions of the AG.” 

It is believed that at least 
three other towns also sup- 
port the move by the 
Ministers’ Council. 














Crisis With Ministers' 


Council 
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SWA is rapidly mov- 
ing into a constitutional 
crisis which will engulf 
AG Danie Hough 
sooner or later. 

His time for remain- 
ing aloof is getting short. 

Mr Hough has ap- 
parently undertaken to 
dismantle the Minister’ 
Council and have it 
reconstituted with all 
second-tier governments 
represented if the pre- 
sent dispensation is re- 
jected by the majority of 
second-tier govern- 
ments. 

This situation, as 
mentioned above, is 
already pretty close: the 
second-tier governments 
now face each other five 
to five (the Bushmen 
don’t have a represen- 
tative government). 

Significantly, 
however, there is no 
point changing _ the 
Ministers’ Council unless 
the National Assembly 
which elects the 
Ministers’ Council is re- 
elected. Adapting the 
one and not the other 
would be tantamount to 
sweeping the existing 
time-bomb under the 
carpet. 

Which brings us to 
this point. 

Mr Hough might do 
good to persuade the 
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Ministers’ Council to 
resign and to take ex- 
ecutive powers back into 
his own hands and use 
the existing National As- 
sembly purely as an ad- 
visory body. 

Say until in- 
dependence, which 
shouldn’t be long if we 
have to believe what the 
SA and Western govern- 
ments teil us to believe. 

This would probably 
make a lot of people a 
lot happier, probably 
even the crisis-ridden 
DTA. 

Such government 
worked well under Judge 
Tienie Steyn and Dr 
Gerrit Viljoen and there 
is no reason why it 
shouldn’t work now. 

And if we don’t have 
a UN-supervised elec- 
tion (or its equivalent) 
by say the end of next 
year and there is then no 
likelihood of having one, 
we suggest that another 
internally-supervised 
election should be called 
tO institutionalise inter 
nal political thinking at 
that point in time. 

That will be five years 
after the last one-man 
one vote election, the 
normal period between 
elections in democratic 
countries. 

In any event, and 
most regretably so, we 


suspect that a UN- 
supervised election is 
now as far removed as it 
ever was. 

Swapo is already 
blocking it and it is only 
a matter of time before it 
will be joined by the 
DTA. 

All in all then, the 
time has really come for 
both Pretoria and the ex- 
isting Ministers’ Council 
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the situation. 








RAILWAY OFFICIALS ACCUSED OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 


Representative's Accusations 
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DISCRIMINATION by some White 
railway officials came under a scathing 
attack by Coloured DTA representative 
Alex Woodinan ,».-terday when he sug- 
gested those giving the railways a bad 


name should leave. 


Mr Woodman was 
speaking during the Budget 
debate in the National As- 
sembly when hte said: 
“People are told to keep 
their noses out of railway 
matters because it belongs 
to SA. I will not keep my 
nose out of the railways’ 
affairs because I want the 
best for my people.” 

He said there were more 
good and helpful Whites 
on the railways than “bad 
ones” but added “there are 
a ‘ew who are a thorn in 
the flesh of Namibia. They 


cannot stay here = any 
longer.” 

While he singled out cer- 
tain officials, Mr 


Woodman said the System 
Manager for the Territory 
could not be blamed for the 
behaviour of all his railway 
staff because he was not 
always aware of it. 

One railway official — a 


goods and passenger 
superintendent with the 
surname Kock — was 


singled out by Mr 
Woodman in par- 
ucular. 

Mr Woodman said he 
had been observing this 
man at the Windhoek Sta- 
tion where he told some 
Black passenges who had 
just disembarked at one 
end of the platform: “You 
kaffirs, not here, this sec- 
uon is for the Whites”. 

According to Mr 
Woodman, Mr Kock had 
made his own attitude clear 
on a number of occasions. 


“WHITE MAN’S 
RAILWAY” 
It was: “The railways is 
the White man’s railways 


and belongs to SA you 
people (Black and Brown) 
must work with a pick and 
shovel.” 

This man had succeeded 
in reducing the numbers of 
enrolled Black and Brown 
employees attending Keet- 
manshoop on a_ course 
from 24 to three and was 
now doing the same in 
Windhoek, Mr Woodman 
said. 
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Mr Woodman men- 
tioned one occasion when 
Mr Kock had said: “It is 
my aim to work all you 
kaffirs out the railways. I 
succeeded in K eet- 
manshoop and I will do it 
here in Windhoek too. 

“It is clear that Mr Kock 
is a limiting factor for 


sound relations on the 
ralways’, Mr Woodman 
concluded. 


He went on to relate 
how, in January, Mr Kock 
had issued written instruc- 
tions that no Black or 
Brown employees were 
permitted to work as assis- 


tent ticket controllers. 
Instead. a White clerk was 
taken for the job as was the 
case on train. number 


99206 on February 21 this 
year, when there were three 
trained Black and Brown 
officials available”, Mr 
Woodman said. 


ONLY A CAP 

On completing — their 
training, Whites were given 
three uniforms, while 
others received only a cap. 
Mr Kock then imposes 
fines on the others for be- 
ing improperly dressed, he 
alleged further. 

“It has become railway 
policy that Blacks and 
Browns are not promoted”, 
added Mr Woodman. He 
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alleged that White 
employees were given 
study ume during working 
hours to prepare for exams 
while others were denied 
this and had to study dur- 
ing their free time. 

In this connection Mr 
Woodman referred to cer- 
tain correspondence in the 
railways personnel office 
coded S M 590611141 
dated October 19 last year. 

In another case, two 
conductors, who were 
transferred to Usakos in 
November last year, had to 
Stay in ‘rest houses’ while 
there were three empty 
railway houses available at 
the time. 

In Windhoek there is a 
hostel for unmarried White 
railway employees which 


was closed to others, said 
Mr Woodman. 

At Tsumeb =  Station’s 
‘rest house’, three Black 
and Brown officials had to 
sleep in the same bedding 
and when they complained 
they were told by the Sta 
tion Master: “Shut up kaf 
fir, I am the boss”, ac- 
cording to Mr Woodman. 

He referred to military 
service conditions for 
railway staff, where Whites 
allegediy receive a sup- 
plementary allowance in 
lieu of their pay, but others 
not. 











On’! White seconded 
railway staff from SA 
receive Territonal = al- 
‘owances,, while others do 
not. Mr Woodman also 
said. 

When Black and Brown 
stat¥ are transferred, con- 
tinued Mr Woodman, they 
are told at the other end 
that “we're not responsible 
for your housing”, while 
there are empty houses at 


Woodman. 

White railway _ staff 
could exchange thew an- 
nual free rail passes for an 
air ticket, while others had 
to wait untii they had 20 
years service. 

Mr Woodman con- 
cluded his attack on the 
railways in Namibia by 
asking for urgent attention 
to be given to the matter.

Charges Refuted

MR Mike Myburgh, 
System Manager of the 
Railways'in SWA, has 
responded to allegations 
that the Railways dis- 
criminates against Black 
and Brown Namibians. 


The allegations were 
made in the National As- 
sembly by Coloured DTA 
representatave Mr Alex 
Woodman last week. 

“There is no substasice 
in’ Mr Woodman’s allega- 
tions that the SA Tran 
sport Services in SWA up 
hold a policy of disemmina 
tion against’ Black and 
Brown people in the Ter 

y . Mr My burg says in 
A ienewthny staiement 

The System Munager in 
vites Mr Woodman to use 
official channels to clarify 
uncertainties he has about 
the Railways before he 
makes one sided and un- 
tested allegations in public. 

Mr Myburgh explains 
that the Railways in SWA 
resorts under the SA Tran- 
sport Services and is not 
part of the SWA Govern- 
ment service. 

Transport Services, Mr 
Myburgh explains, are not 
represented on the 
Ministers’ Councd or by 
any other figure in the 
Central Government. 


It is therefore not possi- 
ble to defend the Railways 
publicly against charges 
levelled at it, except 
through the media. 

Because he was not pre- 
sent in the National As- 
sembly at the time of Mr 
Woodman’s attack on the 
Railways, Mr Myburgh 
says that he has used The 
Windhoek Advertiser’s 
report “Railway Racists 
Must Ge: Moodman” as a 
basis for his press release. 

Mr Woodman’s accusa- 
tions have been recorded in 
the National Assembly, 
and Mr Myburgh says he 
owes it to the SA Tran- 
sport Services, the White 
employees on the 
Railways, and the 
Superintendent Mr Cock 
who was persu ally at- 
tacked by Mr Woodman, 
to react. 

On the charges against 
Mr Cock, Mr Myburgh 
notes: 

@ Mr Cock was accused 
of being insulting and dis- 
criminatory against Black 
and Brown employees of 
the Railways. A personal 
investigation by Mr 
Myburgh into the matter 
yielded nothing to support 
the allegations. The System 
Manager suggests that Mr 
Woodman comes foreward 
with specific details of the 
incidents he referred to in 
the National Assembly. Mr 
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Myburg also gives his as- 
surance that if any such al- 
legation against Railways 
personnel could be sub 
stantiated he would not 
hesitate to prevent their 
recurrance. 

@ Mr Cock was ac- 
cused of reducing the 
number of trainee railway 
officials (Black and Brown) 
from 24 to three at a 
course held in Keet- 
manshoop. No _ evidence 
for this could be found, Mr 
Myburgh says. He says 
that no course could be 
identified during Mr 
Cock’s term at Keet- 
manshoop, in which Mr 
Cock could have had a 
say. He would also 
welcome more details from 
Mr Woodman in. this 
regard. 


@® Mr Cock is further ac 
cused of appointing White 
clerks in place of Black 
employees to serve as as- 
sistant controllers, while 
the Black employees had 
the necessary qualifica- 
tions to take up the posts. 
Mr Myburgh points out 
that any qualified person is 
not placed until he has ac- 
quired the necessary 
“ripeness” and ability to 
handle the job. 


Mr Myburgh then turns 
on to the nine allegations 
which Mr Woodman made 
on Railway policy in 


SWA, based on his own 
percepuon. 

He points out that seven 
of the points were already 
replied to by the railways 
to the Ministers’ Council in 
writing on March 5, pricr 
to Mr Woodman’s 
National Assembly attack. 

The following points 
were also made by Mr 
Myburgh: 

@ There is no difference 
in the uniforms issued to 
White and Black 
employees, as incorrectly 
alleged by Mr Woodman. 
There was a brief period in 
which there was a shortage 
of new uniforms which the 
Railways had introduced, 
and as a result both Black 
and White employees had 
to wait, Mr Myburgh 
replies. 

@ It is untrue that it is 
Railway policy not to 
promote Black and Brown 
employees. The same stan- 
dards and merits are used 
to promote all employees, 
Mr Myburgh says, con- 
trary to the allegations of 
Mr Woodman. 

@ It is also untrue that 
only Whites are given the 
opportunity to study for 
Railway exams’ during 
working hours, he adds. 

There was one unfor- 
tunate case where a cert?’1 
Mr A R Woodinai — a 


train conductor at 
Windhoek, was incorrectiyv 
nformed that he had to 








study for certain exams in 
his own time because it 
was thought he had failed 
in his first attempt at the 
exams. This mistake was 
discovered three weeks ago 
and immediately rectified. 
@ The SA Transport Ser- 
vices decided in May 1981 
to allocate houses to Black 
and Brown Railway of- 
ficials, continues Mr 
Myburgh. Railway officials 
must however apply for 
them, and there were no 
applications by the two 
Black conductors posted to 


Usakos, which Mr 
Woodman mentoned in 
his attack. 


@ The fact that com. 
munity accomodation for 
unmarried seconded of 
fictals trom SA 1s reserved 
in Windhoek is necessary 
in order to obtain the ser- 
vices of these Whites on 


which the Railways in 
SWA are very = much 
dependent, according to 


Mr Myburgh. 


@® No proof could be 
found for Mr Woodman's 
allegation that three Black 
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and Brown employees had 
to sleep in used bedding at 
Tsumeb’s restrooms, and 
that they were insulted 
when they complained to 
the Station Master. That 
White employees other 
than the Station Master 
may have acted in this 
matter is possible, Mr 
Myburgh says, but action 
was recently taken against 
persons who acted in an 
undesirable manner. 


@ There is absolute parity 
between salaries paid to 
White and other employees 
on the Railways i SWA 
while they do their military 
service, contrary to Mr 
Woodman’'s allegations. 

@ M.: Myburgh explains 
that the payment of a ter- 
ntonal allowance to 
Whites from SA is a neces- 
sary economic move in 
order to obtain their ser- 
vices. 

@ The granting of free 
flight tickets to seconded 
Whites from SA once a 
year is necessary for the 
same reason, concludes Mr 
M{sburceh

absolute minimum, the 
final expenditure outturn 
should therefore show lit- 
tle, if any, increase in real 
terms. 

The deficit before bor- 
rowing was expected to 
rise only moderately from 
R2 060 million last year to 
R2 380 million this year.

Provision had _ been 
made to finance the ex- 
pected deficit in such a 
way that not only the Ex- 
chequer but the Govern- 
ment sector as a whole 
would be able to avuid a 
net recourse to bank credit. 

Mr Horwood said the 
Budget was strict and con- 
servative and should 
achieve its basic objective

“To design such a 
Budget in the face of the

“Such budgetary 
measures are never pop- 
ular, but in situations like 
that of today they are 
clearly essential to preserve 
the basic strength of the 
South Afncan economy. 

“I believe furthermore 
that the Budget spreads the 
burden of adjustment in a 
fair and equitable manner.” 


REFRAINED 

Mr Horwood said he 
had refrained from raising 
the rate of income tax on 
individuals, mainly 
because of the incidence of 
fiscal drag and bracket 
creeping which resulted

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Pictures of models are 
kept in the cabinet, which 
come from Scandinavia, 
France, West Germany, 


Italy and Scuth Africa, 
according to Mr Smith. 
Some of the pictures are 
used for the back page of 
the Observer. 

“I haven't got any pic- 
tures depicting the sex act, 
1 wouldn’t allow it’.

PRE-ELECTION SITUATION ANALYZED

[Text] Lagos, March 14--With 18 months to go before the next elections, in Septem- 
ber 1983, the battle to succeed President Shehu Shagari is already on. 


Of the five parties registered by Nigeria's Federal Electoral Commission (FEDECO) 
for the 1979 elections which took Africa's most populous state back to civilian 
rule, only Mr. Shagari's National Party (NPN) seems as yet to be in a position to 
win on its own. 


The four opposition parties have decided to realign themselves within a joint front 
under a "progressive" banner, to challenge the pro-Western capitalist policies of 
the current President. 


On paper this alliance is as yet probably the only grouping able to unseat the NPN, 
but it has many weaknesses which will have to be overcome if it is to win the 
elections. 


Only one of the four parties has a political programme--the Unity Party (UPN) of 
Chief Obafemi Awolowo presents a Socialist image--and the absence of a joint plat- 
form soon makes it clear that there is a single common denominator: "All against 


one". President Shagari has already condemned the ganging-up as "anti-civic’. 


There is also the delicate question of which candidate will represent the combined 
opposition at the presidential election. 


The leading figures in the alliance are both old hands on the Nigerian political 
scene. Nnamdi Azikiwe, the first President of the Nigerian Republic (1963-66), 
is 77 years old today. "Zik'" is the unchallenged leader of the Nigerian Peoples' 
Party (NPP), which gets most of its support from Eastern Nigeria, home of the Ibo 
people. 


Chief Awolowo of the UPN is just 73. For the past 20 years "Papa Awo" has been 
political leader of the Yoruba people, in the west of the Federation. Both of 
these men know that the September 1983 elections will probably be their last chance 
to reach the top. 
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The subsequent elections, in 1987, will be a matter for the "new wave" politicians, 
those who have made their names since independence in 1961. 


For the time being the opposition feels confident, and there has been a series of 
meetings between progressives of the UPN and NPP which have also attracted some 
members of the two north-based parties, the Great Nigeria Peoples' Party (GNPP) 
and the Peoples' Redemption Party (PRP). 


Last week a leading member of the NPP made an eloquent birthday speech for Chief 
Awolowo, despite the traditional differences between Ibos and Yorubas. ‘'Awo" 
repaid in kind when he was in Maiduguri, in the north-east of the country, on 
Thursday and announced after a meeting of the "progressives" that Zik was chairman 


of a progressive parties' alliance which, he said, was not yet registered as a poli- 
tical party. 


But the public optimism does not hide the fact that the opposition has yet to pro- 
duce a candidate who can confront Shehu Shagari, who is the bvious NPN candidate. 


Nor is it clear that the eastern Ibos will be prepared to case their votes for 
Awolow,who they accused of letting them down when they tried to secede from the 
Central Government almost 13 years ago. And it also remains to be seen whether 
the Yorubas would back an outsider for the presidency. 


President Shagari, who has managed to keep his distance from a party whose members 
have sometimes been accused of corruption, appears increasingly as a national fig- 
ure, whereas Awolowo is seen more as the man of only one party and group of people. 


Nigeria is proud of its claim to be Africa's largest democracy, but it still has to 
prove that it has overcome the last vestiges of tribalism, and that it can demon- 
Strate the same sense of national purpose in domestic politics as it can in inter- 
national politics. 


The opposition's biggest problem over the coming 18 months is likely to be finding 
a candidate who can appeal to the whole Federation. (A.F.P.)

Dele Ndubinsi Udoh was an athlete 
and he was based in the United States 
of America where he had even taken a 
black-American wife. But in true 
patriotic spirit, he left his wife and 
home behind in America in answer to 
a National call, and returned to 
Nigeria to prepare for an interna- 
tional competition. Unfortunately, he 
died in circumstances involving some 
members of the Police Force. 


On a cool-night in Enugu, Anambra 
State, a woman under-graduate of the 
University of Nigeria, Nsukka, was 
returning from a night-party together 
with an uncle in his Peugeot 504 car, 


when they ran into a Police check-point. 


Inexplicably, one of the Police Sentries 
on duty opened fire at the occupants 
of the car, killing the undergraduate 
woman instantly. 

Dr. Akintunde Akindiji was a 45 
years old, qualified Medical Practi- 
tioner and Medical Director of the 
Lafia Clinics Group in Lagos. On the 
night.of January 13, he received an 
emergency call from his Clinic inform- 
ing him that a pregnant woman was 


in serious condition and needs emer- 
gency treatment. The dutiful Dr. 


Akindiji packed his medical — bag and 
dashed off to his Clinic where he treated 
the woman who later became well. 

When he returned to his house at about 
mid-night , he found two plain — clothes 
Policemen standing in front. Surp- 
rised, the unfortunate Doctor inquired 
about their mission and he was told 
by the two Policemen that they had 
come to arrest a smuggler believed to be 
living in the Doctor’s house. Charac- 
teristically, the Policemen further 

ordered Dr. Akindiji to surrender 

his car keys which he refused 


to do on the grounds that he had 
been wrongly accused. A scuffle 
thus ensuec_ between himself and the 
Policemen and within a second, one 
of the Detectives had shot the Doctor, 
shattering his thigh bone and bursting 
his main artery. Furthermore, in 
gestapo style, the two Policemen 
hustled the gravely injured Doctor 
into a waiting taxi and sped off. 
Later, since the Doctor was suffering 
from a serious internal haemmorrhage 
he had to be flown to Switzerland 
where he could receive specialist 
attention.

Extra- 
legal, illegal, fascist and feudal meas- 
ures have no place here (in Nigeria). 
And we are resolutely committed to 
insuring this.” In the ame vein, the 
Sketch Group, one of the Publishing 
companies which received the first 
circular, declared that it has no inten- 
tion whatsoever of submitting copies 
of its Newspapers for Police censorship. 
For its part, the Daily Times, adopt- 

ing a softer rhetorical but no less 
declaratory style, came out with a 
front-page Comment saying that the 
Police, by the circular, had clearly 
exceeded its legal bounds and blatantly 
violated Section 36 sub-section 17 of 
the Constitution which lucidly states 
that ‘Every person shall be entitled to 
freedom of expression, including free- 
dom to hold opinions and to receive 
and impart ideas and information with- 
out interference.” 

However, the furor over the circular 
had led to the ubiquitous Probe of 
Enquiry set up by the Minister of 
Police Affairs, Mr. Emmanuel Osamor. 
The Probe Panel will determine the 
circumstances leading to the issuance 
of the Press Circular, determine the 
officer or officers involved in the issu- 
ance of the circular and finally recom- 
mend what punishment should be meted 
out to any officer or officers found 
guilty. Already, the Inspector-General 
of Police, Mr. Sunday Adewusi has pro- 
mised to resign if it is conclusively 
proved that he has fore-knowledge of 
the Press gag circular. 

Pending the outcome of the Probe 


however, the Nigeria Police Force 
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would do well to shake itself out of its 
present disorganized, confused and 
bungling State. With the Nigerian 
Society growing more complex everv- 
day the country cannot afford a lack- 
lustre, corrupt, and self-perpetuating 
Law Enforcement Agency.

“ONE who deceives will 
alwass find these who allow 
themselves to be deceived", 
says Machiavelli, This maxim

| then torwarded éhe_ fin 
dings of the CPIB to the Direc 
tor of Public Prosecution to 
see whether there was any 
merit to the case. From then,

Justice to prosecute 

My opinion of the Ministry, 
of Justice then was _ that 
either there were too many in- 
experienced legal officers or 
they themselves were not real- 
ly serious about prosecuting 
anything. 

About 13 cases were in- 
vestigated fully by us but the 
Ministry of Justice claimed 
that there were no judges to 
try the cases. 

Also at least 60 other cases 
were awaiting legal advice for 
us to handle 

Several times, I went to Rt 
General Olusegun Obasanjo 
and his Chief of Staff to re- 
quest that they created a 
special court for the bureau 
because the Ministry of Jutice 
wasn't doing justice to our 
cases and several times I went

NIGERIA 


THE Minister for External Affairs, Professor Ishaya Audu, said on Sunday in 
Nairobi that Nigeria would seriously consider pulling its peace-keeping troops 
out of Chad if there was no progress towards a political settlement of the civil 


war there by June 30. 


In an interview before leaving the Kenyan capital for Lagos, Professor Audu said that 
the Nigerian Senate gave the peace-keeping troops a six-month mandate which expires 


on June 15. 


‘If there is no political progress, we will find it difficult to advise our Senate to extend the miani- 
date,’ he said. ‘If there is no political progress by June 30, then the threat of pulling out becomes 


serious’ , he added. 


Chadian President Goukouni 
Weddeye had rejected an 
Organisation of African Unity 
peace plan adopted last month, 
which called for negotiations with 
ms chief mval, former defence 
minister Hissene Habre, elec- 
tions by June 11 and a final 
pullout of the OAU Peace- 
Keeping Force on June 30 

Professor Audu, who met Ke- 
nyan President, Mr. Daniel Arap 
Moi, said that the peace plan 
should be considered final 

‘I believe that a responsible 
head of state shouldn’t commit 
either his own troops or external 
forces he has invited into his 
country to kill his own people in 
order to achieve what he calls a 
reconcilation in the country’, 
Prot. Audu said 

‘Goukouni himself knows that if 
the OAU troops walk out today 
Habre’s troops will walk in 
tomorrow—and we wouldn't 
hesitate to recognise Habre’ he 
added 

Nigerian troops provide the 
backbone of the 3.500-man peace- 
keeping force, which sent to Chad 
last December after Libyan 
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‘wnich admitted the 


troops pulled out of the country 
Zaire and Senegai have also con- 
tributed troops to the OAU force, 
which is commanded by General 
G.9. Ejiga of Nigeria. 

Prof. Audu delivered a special 
message from the Nigerian Head

REVENUE ALLOCATION BILL

Authority (CBDA) may drop 
some of the eight projects it is 
now handlig unless the Federal 
Government provide enough fund 
for it to execute the projects.

Shehu Shagari on the activities of 
the CBDA in New Martel, 
yesterday. 

The general manager said last 
year the Federal Government 
approved 80 million Naira for the 
authority with which it embarked 
upon execution of a number of 
projects 

Malam Bunu Sheriff however 
said of the 130 million Naira 
budget prepared by the authority 
this year, the Federal Govern- 


ment approved only 45 mullion 


Naira, adding that because of 
this, the CBDA would have to 
drop some of its projects. 

The general manager said the 
authority, had embarked on 
many irrigational projects, the 
most developed of which was the 
67,000 hectares South Chad irn- 
gational project. He added that 
the authority heped to produce 
20.000 tonnes of mce and 13,000 
tonnes of wheat by next year 

Malam Bunu Sheriff said the 


authority had provided 478 
farmers with developed farms 
for irrigation and added that the 
number was expected to rise to 
2,500 soon. 

He said even though the 
farmers were not entitled to any 
compensation, the CBDA had 
nonetheless worked out a method 
of Compensating them for the 30 
months period during which the 
farms were being developed and 
farmers had no means of 
subsistence.

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SENATOR CALLS STEEL PROJECTS 'A DISASTER'

SENATOR David Dafinone, 
Chairman of the NPN Senaie 
caucus has warned that the pre- 
sent steel projects in the country 
would bring nothing but 
economic disaster to the nation. 

He described them as ‘turn-key 
projects’ on which ahs god plan- 
ning and evaluation had not been 
carried out before they were em- 
barked upon. 

He blamed the bureaucrats for 
misadvising the last military 
regime on the viability of the pro- 
jects, pointing out that the ex- 
isting industries with their 
various locations at Aladja, 
Ajaokuta, Osogbo, Jos and Kat- 
sina were ill-conceived. 

Senator Dafinone, wno 1s also 
the chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce and In- 
dustry, was refuting allegations 
that some senators were lobbying 
over the siting of new steel pro- 
jects in the country. 

Speaking at an interview with 
the New Nigerian, the Senator ex- 
plained that his concern and that 
a@ most of hss other , Was 
not where the projects were being 
sited, but whether such projects 
would be viable when they even- 
tually go into production. 

For example, he said, Ajaokuta 
was concieved as a blast furnace 
mull to use 30 per cent of our coal 
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and 70 per cent of imported coke 
in order to produce an acceptable 


_ blast furnace. 


He said the cost of importing 
the coke as evaluated in the world 
market today revealed that 
Ajaokuta would be ‘a tremedous 
loss to this nation, not only in 
terms of profitability, but also in 
foreign exchange’. 

As for the steel plant at aladja, 
the senator explained that the 
plant was designed to use one- 
third of its products while the 
balance of two-thirds was to be 
used as raw materials for 
Osogbo, Jos and Katsina Rolling 


Mills. 
He regretted however, that 


those who conceived and 
executed the plan had not been 
able to find solution to the pro- 
blem of transporting the raw 
materials from Aladja to other 
rolling mills at reasonable costs. 

While Aladja had now gone into 
production, he said, the problem 
of transporting the raw materials 
which Osogbo, Jos and Katsina 
would use had now become ‘a 
stark reality posing very grave 
problems’. 

Another area in which the na- 
tion would incur huge losses, he 
said, were the proposed flat steel 
and aluminium projects, whose 
over-all cost would be in the 
neighbourhood of 10 billion Naira 
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as against 2.6 billion Naira 
which the executive wanted the 
nation to believe. 

He disclosed that the system of 
production (HYL step 3) which is 
to be used for the projects was a 
new process which had not been 
tried successfully anywhere in 
the world. 

He said a similar system was 
tried in Venezuela, Libya and 
Mexico and it turned out to be a 
total failure, adding that their 
factories had stop production 
because of tremendous losses be- 
ing sustained. 


Each of the projects in those 
countries was an equivalent of 
two hillion Naira, he said, and 
pointed out that while each of 
those countries could afford to 
write off such huge sums of 
money, Nigeria with her teeming 
ae could not possibly af- 
ord to do so. 


' The Senator emphasised that 
he was seriously opposed to the 
use of the system here in Nigeria 
because of its failure elsewhere, 
adding that posterity would not 
forgive him if he failed to expose 
the economic risks involved in 
ong a venture before it was too 
e.

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GALVANIZED STEEL IMPORTATION SAID CAUSE OF CLOSED PLANTS 
Ship-load Impounded

[Text] A cargo vessel carrying 2,040 tonnes of flat galvanised sheets has 
been impounded by customs officials at the Apapa Wharf. 


The vessel named "Gold Orli" arrived at Apapa Wharf on February 16, and was 
consigned to an indigenous businessman. 


But following a tip-off, customs officials moved in and when the consignee 
could not produce a valid import licence for the items on board, the ship was 
seized. 


This was disclosed to newsmen in Lagos yesterday by the chairman of the Gal- 
vanised Iron Sheets Manufacturers Association of Nigeria, Alhaji Kaloma. 


Alhaji Kaloma declined to give further details on the arrested ship, saying 
that investigation into the matter was still in progress. 


Alhaji Kaloma made some recommendations to curb the incidence of smuggling. 
These include the cancellation of all approved user certificates found or sus- 
pected to have been improperly issued and stoppage of import licence for gal- 
vanised flat/corrugated sheets immediately. 
He also suggested that all persons or organisations found to have used fraud- 
ulent means to obtain approved user certificates or to have falsified a cer- 
tificate by the Federal Minister of Finance should be prosecuted. 

Japanese Firms Accused

[Text] Nigerian manufacturers yesterday accused some Japanese companies of 
collaboration with some indigenous businessmen to sabotage the country's econ- 


omy . 
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The manufacturers who are in the galvanised iron sheets industry, claimed that 
the Japanese companies were pursuing a deliberate policy of smuggling into the 
country, thousands of tonnes of galvanised sheets. 


Making this disclosure at a Press conference in Lagos yesterday, the Galvan- 
ised Iron Sheets Manfuacturers Association of Nigeria explained that it was 
now on the warpath with the Japanese companies and their Nigerian 
collaborators. 


On the effects of the alleged illegal importation of the products, the chair- 
man of the association, Alhaji Mohammed Kaloma Ali, told newsmen that the 
smuggling activities had resulted in the illegal importation into the country 
of more than 200,000 tonnes of galvanized sheets worth about W100 million in 
foreign exchange within the past two years. 


In addition, he stressed, the Federal Government had been robbed of about W20 
million in terms of import duties because of the illegal importation. 


Alhaji Kaloma pointed out that about W160 million investment at the galvanised 
industry in the country had been lying idle for almost one year now, adding 
that the industry was now almost strangled out of business. 


He revealed that about 6,000 workers in the various galvanised companies had 
been laid off while about 2,00U workers for planned expansions in the indus- 
tries had to wait. 


On the efforts of his association to combat smuggling, Alhaji Kaloma empha- 
sised that since 1979, they had been giving every assistance to the Federal 
Government on ways of arresting the ugly situation. 


This included the supply of vital information on a list of all corrugators 
suspected of engaging in smuggling; a list of approved users certificates sus- 
pected to have been improperly issued and a list of Japanese vessels which 
carried about 15,000 tonnes of galvanised or corrugated sheets for delivery 

at Nigerian ports this year. 
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CLASHES REPORTEDLY KILL TWO IN BORNO STATE 
Kaduna NEW NIGERIAN in English 15 Mar 82 p 12 


[Text] Two persons were killed in two separate clashes in Gashagar and Borno 
Kiji villages in Borno state recently. 


Briefing some newsmen in his office, the Borno State Commissioner of Police, 
Alhaji Tahiru Jidda, said the Gashagar incident resulted in the death of one 
person with three others injured. They were later admitted at the Geidam 
General Hospital. 


Alhaji Tahiru said police had so far arrested and charged one suspect to 
court while 10 others were being interrogated. 


The second incident which occurred in Bormno Kiji Village of Fune Local Goverm- 
ment Area also claimed one life with two persons admitted at the Potiskum Gen- 
eral Hospital for serious injuries. 


He said seven persons were arrested in connection with this incident and 
charged to court for culpable homicide. The police also recovered dangerous 
weapons from the rioters, the commissioner said.

“It is a matter ror regret that an investigation of this’ 
nature personally carried out by a commissioner of 
police and supervised by you can reveal such 
inefficiency”’, Chief Ogunsanya remarked in his letter.

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RESULTS OF FOURTH SESSION OF SENEGAMBIA-CAPE VERDIAN MEETING

Excerpt | Senegal and Cape Verde have established all the conditions neces- 
sary for providing an example of cooperation. 


While nine agreements and five arrangements have already marked the 6 years 
since the mixed Senegalese-Cape Verdian mixed commission was established, a 
reliable source reports that two new agreements are to be added. 


In fact, it is expected that when the work of the fourth session of the 
Senegalese-Cape Verdian mixed commission is completed tomorrow, the experts 
representing the two countries will sign a cooperation agreement in the mari- 
time fishing sector, as well as a cooperation agreement in the public health 
Field. 


Under the terms of this latter agreement, the government of the republic of 
Cape Verde and the government of the republic of Senegal agree to encourage 
active and increased collaboration in the realms of medical information, in 
particular where epidemiological reports, an exchange of health and demogra- 
phic statistics, and the immediate transmission of data in the event epi- 
demics develop are concerned. 


This proposed agreement also pertains to the joint struggle against major 
epidemic diseases such as leprosy, malaria, tuberculosis, yellow fever, 
cholera, measles, etc. It also stresses the exchange of experience in primary 
health care, research and development, and traditional medicine and pharma- 
copoeia, and it also stipulates the medical aid Senegal will make available 
to the republic of Cape Verde. 


Where the draft cooperation agreement in the maritime fishing sector is con- 
cerned, its 14 articles define the relations which will prevail between the 
two countries in this field following the signing of the agreement, including 
reciprocal fishing rights for Senegalese and Cape Verdian fishing vessels, 
transmission of reports on catches, incentives for the establishment of mixed 
Cape Verdilan-Senegalese companies for the establishment of industries for the 
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processing and marketing of fishing products, and the establishment of a 
parity committee made up of representatives of the two governments and 
economic operators in the two countries responsible for o.erseeing the proper 
implementation of the provisions of the agreement. 


The Senegalese-Cape Verdian mixed commission will also take up questions of 
a political, cultural, educational and informative nature, etc. 


At the opening meeting of this mixed commission's fourth session at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in Praia, Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Moustapha Niasse and his Cape Verdian counterpart, Col Sil.ino Manuel da Luz, 
made reference in their respective addresses to the timeliness of excellent 
fraternal relations between the two peoples, and the tools for implementing 
the passionate desire for cooperation between two countries linked by the 
same destiny.

MARKED INCREASE NOTED IN RAIDS ON CATTLE

[Text] Kampala, March 6--Sixty-eight people were killed and more than 100 
others wounded o Wednesday when at least 1,000 cattle rustlers from Uganda's 
Karamoja Province raided the Soroti East constituency in Usuk County in the 
country's east, according to unconfirmed reports here. 


Half the raiders reportedly bore firearms, and the rest were said to be armed 
with spears. 


The raid was one of the worst reported in recent years. 


Each year, the Karamojong take their herds from their semi-arid province in 
North-Eastern Uganda to greener pastures in the south during the dry season, 
which lasts from December to March. 


They raid cattle as they go, raising the tribal frictions with their 
neighbours. 


The cattle raids are centuries old, but were intensified in 1979 after the 
Karamojong tribesmen looted an amoury belonging to Idi Amin in the Uganda- 
Tanzania war. They later used the guns in the cattle raids. 


Uganda Govermment officials in Kampala privately blame the recent escalation 
on cheap firearms, which have alledgedly been brought into the country from 
neighbouring states. Two head of stolen cattle can be exchanged for a fire- 
arm in those states, one official said. 


Turkana tribesmen from neighbouring Kenya, Somalis and Southern Ethiopian 


tribes are all said to be interested in cheap cattle from Uganda and pay the 
money-starved Ugandans in foreign currency, an official said.

The 122 banks involved have decided not 
to collectively reschedule debts as asked. A 
meeting of the “London Club” due to take 
place last September has yet to be held. 
Over $100m. is due in 1982 in uninsured 
and bank debt to members of the London 
Club. 

The reticence of the London Club re- 
flects purely commercial criteria. The atti- 
tude of the IMF and the Paris Club of 
government debtors, on the other hand, is 
indicative of political or longer term com- 
mercial Western interests in the region. 

One of the main planks of the IMF 
prescription for the economy — has been 
devaluation of the Zaire. Last year, for 
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example, there were two devaluations, one 
of 30 per cent and one of 40 per cent. The 
Zaire is worth, in real dollar terms, less 
than a tenth of its value at independence. 
This strategy is designed to keep the mines 
going, devaluation stimulates exports by 
cutting prices to the consumer. But de- 
valuation has also meant a serious reduc- 
tion in purchasing power for those Zairois 
not on the gravy train. (Most of the State 
companies are controlled by Mobutn's 
friends or relations and reprivatisation has 
been one of the conditions of IMF loans). 

Domestic demand has been severely 
constrained by the devaluations. Many 
factories outside the privileged export 
(predominantly mining) sector are operat- 
ing at less than a third of capacity. The 
labour force, too, is operating “below 
capacity”: unemployment in the urban 
areas is weli over 50 per cent. Devaluation 
has meant an increase in the price of 
imported food. 20 years ago the country 
was a net exporter of food. Now about a 
third of food requirements are imported. 

Zaire’s copper. cobalt and uranium (this 
last as yet significantly exploited) are vital 
to commercial and strategic Western in- 
terests. It had been expected. for example. 
that the arrival of Socialists at the Elysée 
would put relations between Paris and 
Kinshasa on very thin ice. Soon after the 
arrival of President Mitterrand. it was 
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announced that the Franco-African sum- 
mit would not take place in 1981 in 
Kinshasa as planned. confirming this view. 
However. a certain rapprochement be- 
tween Paris and Kinshasa was re- 
established when M. Mitterrand’s Adviser 
on African Affairs. M. Guy Penne, visited 
Kinshasa and announced that French aid to 
Zaire was to be increased in ali spheres. 
“Zaire. he added. “Is the most important 
francophone country after France’. 

The principle at the Elysée. then. is 
apparently one of assisting people rather 
than regimes. The embarrassment in Paris 
continues. especially as this year’s Franco- 
African summit is still. officially. due to be 
held in Kinshasa in October. 

Although. apart from France, there is a 
complex of Western interests involved in 
Zaire, as well as China. Japan, and Saudi 
Arabia, the other main support in the past 
has been from the US. This has sometimes 
been ambiguous, as was seen last Septem- 
ber. when, shortly after one of Mobutu's 
main critics. the former Prime Minister. M. 
Neuza Karl | Bond testified to the US 
Senate on the corruption in the regime. the 
State Department made a new statement 
of support for Mobutu and increased mili- 
tary and financial aid. This support was 
confirmed when Mobutu visited Washing- 
ton early in December and met with US 
leaders.

PUBLIC UNITS GOING PRIVATE--Thirty-eight Zairian state enterprises have been 
listed for conversion to private management, the Zairian news agency (AZAP) 
reports. According to the agency, the list was published Friday evening by 
State Commissioner for Information Kande Dzambulate arter the weekly meeting 
of the Executive Council (government). Among the 38 enterprises are several 
agricultural farms, the Kisenge Mining Company in Shaba, the Forestry and 
Trading Company (FORESCOM) in Equateur region, two Zairian public transport 
companies, the National Association of Editors and Composer-Typesetters 
(SONECA), and the Maluku steel plant. Mr Kande said that the Maluku steel 
company was one of the main items on the agenda, and he explained that 

the agreed solution for reviving the plant is to establish an integrated, 
mixed economy organization. The makeup of the enterprise will be proposed by 
the future partners. The minister of information added that the national and 
international offering of shares will be conducted by the departments (minis- 
tries) of foreign affairs, finance, portfolio [as published], national economy, 
and industry, as well as the General Commissariat for Planning. The national 
steel plant, established in 1972 and located at Maluku, 80 km northeast of 
Kinshasa, has never operated at more than 10 percent of capacity because of 
supply difficulties. Its annual production is estimated at 250,000 tons. In 
announcing the list of 38 enterprises, the minister of information explained 
that this listing followed the national decision by the MPR Central Committee 
at its second sessicn in July in favor of "privatization" of some unprofitable 
public enterprises.

DISMISSAL OF TEACHERS--The governor of Kinshasa city, Sakombi Ekope, has 
announced that a number of Zairian teachers who have been on strike for several 
days over salary demands are going to be dismissed. Speaking at a rally of 
party members in the capital, Mr Sakombi said that all primary and secondary 
schoolteachers who were not on duty on Monday, as ordered by the government on 
Friday, are dismissed and will be sent back to their area of origin. The 
governor strongly criticized the "antisocial" attitude of these "recalcitrants,' 
who, he said, have chosen to engage in a test of force with the government 
instead of a discussion to find appropriate solutions to their list of demands.

Trade Unions (ZCTU) has ask- 
ed the Party and its Govern- 
ment to punish permanent 
secretary in the Ministry of In- 
formation and Broadcasting 
Mr Edward Lubinda for stopp- 
ing a Sunday television inter- 
view featuring chairman of the 
Civil Servants Union of Zam- 
bia Mr Bresford Gondwe. 

ZCTU general secretary Mr 
Newstead Zimba said in Kitwe 
yesterday that a public apology 
from Mr Lubinda was not 
enough because he had muzzl- 
ed a leader of a big organisa- 
tion contrary to the principles 
of the Constitution of Zambia. 

Mr Lubinda had shown dis- 
respect for the law because Mr 
Gondwe was speaking on 
television as a leader of a regis- 
tered trade union and trans- 
mission of his interview should 
not have been cut. 

The ZCTU was watching the 
Situation and expected to see 
Gisciplinary action taken 
against Mr Lubinda for flout- 
ing human rights enshrined in 
the Republican Constitution. 

‘*Mr Gondwe was not insult- 
ing the Party and its Govern- 
ment but was merely pointing 
out the wrongs in the system 
through the media which is 
founded by a taxpayer for 
whom he was called to speak.”’ 

People who should defend 
the principles of the constitu- 
tion are abusing it, he said. 

‘‘Mr Lubinda’s action does 
not require public apology but 
demands disciplinary action 


against him because he directly 
breached the freedom of 
speech always defended by 
President Kaunda. 

Trade unions under the con- 
stitution of the land and 
supported by the International 
Labour Organisation (ILO) 
had the powers and mandate to 
point out some shortcomings 
of their employers on condi- 
tions of service. 

He said convention 151 of 
ILO allowed trade unions 
representing the public sector 
to freely negotiate for better 
conditions of service for their 
members ‘‘which Mr Lubinda 
does not seem to know’’. 

‘*We find it unnecessary and 
unbecoming for him to have 
robbed the civil servants of a 
chance to listen to their leader. 
What the Times of Zambia 
said yesterday in its editorial is 
not only right but a cardinal 
fact. 

‘*The ZCTU would in future 
review a number of issues in- 
cluding restrictions of the use 
of the mass media because we 
are dangerously moving in an 
area of dictatorship which 
might deny workers freedom to 
air their views on conditions of 
service.”’ 

Mr Lubinda said he had in- 
structed TVZ to stop the pre- 
recorded programme because 
Mr Gondwe was attacking the 
Government. 

Meanwhile. Minister of 
Information and Broadcasting 
Mr Mark Tambatamba said 
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vesterday that it was Govern- 
ment policy not to allow the 
Zambia Broadcasting Services 
to be used as a forum for 
attacking the Party and its 
Government. 

The Government was deter- 
mined to ensure Radio and 
Television Zambia was used 
for national building and those 
that wished to attack the Gov- 
ernment or individuals must 
find other forums for that. 

He was commenting on the 
action taken by Mr Lubinda 
last Sunday when he cut the 
transmission of a Sunday 
Interview programme. 

Mr Tambatamba said he 
had personnally not watched 
the controversial interview and 
was speaking from a weak 
position on the issue.

Not many outsiders reach 
the Nyango centre. First 
one needs permission from 
SWAPO's Lusaka office. 
then a travel permit from the 
Zambian authorities, who 
assign a security officer as 
escort. Finally there is a 
drive of nearly eight hours. 


track scarcely recognisable 
as a road. 

The camp itself, however. 
has only one guard posted 
at a simple wooden gate. 
There is no fence or any sign 
of weapons. Set in a pleasant 
countryside of tree-covered 
rolling hills some 200 km. 
east of the Angolan border, 
the camp in some places 
looks more like a farm than 
a sheltering place for 3,800 
Namibians. 

‘It actually was started as 
a farm.’’ Mr Kapof. SWAPO 
administrator of the camp 
explains. ‘Our people came 
here in 1974 and cut down 
trees to clear the land for 
planting. 

‘*We now have more than 
50 hectares and are adding 
another ten this year. The 
place has grown too big to 
be self-supporting and we 
depend on external aid for 
most of our food.”’ 

Although the camp is not 
armed, Kapof and other 
camp officers are very secu- 
ritv-minded. Thev quizzed 
visitors thoroughly before 
showing them around and 
would not permit interviews 
with refugees. 

SWAPO leaders explained 
that South Africa claims all 
camps are military instal- 
lations and no camp is safe 
from South African attack. 
Nvango has never been 
attacked and Mr _ Kapof 
wants to keep it that way. 
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Most SWAPO refugees, 
perhaps 60,000, are in 
Angola, with smaller groups 
in Tanzania. Nyango is the 
only SWAPO camp in 
Zambia. 

Family groups at the camp 
are housed in_ scattered, 
unregimented tents provided 
by the Lutheran World 
Federation. The large 
number of unaccompanied 
children live in barracks 
furnished with double-deck 
bunks. 

There is a small hospital, 
a pharmacy, at least a dozen 
primary classrooms, used in 
shifts, and several kinder- 
gartens. Communal kitchens 


serve meals for the children. ~ 


‘‘We have 1,800 enrolled 
in primary school classes and 
300 in the pre-primary 
schools." Kapof explained. 
“We have quite a lot of 
children under school age 
and some who are beyond 
primary. About two-thirds of 
the camp _ population: is 
children. 

‘‘Some have been sent 


here by their parents for 
safety; others are children 
of SWAPO members who 
have jobs or are studving in 
Lusaka."’ 

The United Nations 
Children’s Fund (UNICEF) 
has been providing assist- 
ance to Namibian refugees 
for several vears under an 
Aid to Liberation Movements 
programme that included 
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refueees from  now-inde- 
pendent Zimbabwe. 

The Nvango camp has 
received kitchen equipment. 
drugs and medical supplies. 
sewing machines for work- 
shops. a minibus and school 
materials from UNICEF. 

The UN High Com- 
missioner for Refugees and 


many countries, including 
Norway. Sweden, West 
Gerntany. Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria have helped make 
Nvango one of the best 


organised small refugee 
camps in Africa. 
The children appear 


healthy and active. Women 
are busy in the fields and 
kitchens or can be seen 
making clothing in the work- 
shops. There are few men 
among the refugees. 

The men at work building 
the new school buildings are 
Zambians hired bv a 
construction company. 

Older bovs, when thev 
complete schooling, leave 
the camp. Some are enrolled 
in the United Nations 
Namibia Institute to be 
trained as future admini- 
strators of an independent 
Namibia. Most of the camp 
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officers are graduates of the 
Namibia Institute. 

Some older boys can be 
seen in workshops making 
furniture from locally 
produced lumber. There are 
football fields and even an 
occasional film for 
recreation. 

The camp generates its 
own electricity and draws 
water from its own bore- 
holes. There is a pig farm 
and a chicken farm is to be 
provided by UNICEF.

In the white paper, com- 
panies tabulated how much 
money they would contribute 
alongside the workers own 
contributions which is not 
reflected in the handbook. 
Such anomalies he said were 
intended to demoralise 
employees. 

Mr Walamba said Zambia’s

had no time for quarrels which 
would ruin the economy 
through work stoppages.”’

This is contained in the 
department's annual report for 
1980 which was tabled in 
Parliament before the House 
adjourned on Wednesday. 

The report savs MSD's acti- 
vities had been hampered by 
lack of cash to buy spare 
parts. 

The funds crisis has inevi- 
tably led to the department 
failing to allow for long-term 
planning. 

‘Spare parts supply failed 
to meet the demand and the 
required standard, upgrading 
policy was not fully adopted, 
improvements were not carried 
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Out and the preventive mainte- 
nance system was not introdu- 
ced to mention a few areas 
where more funds were despe- 
rately needed.’’ 


The problems have been 
compounded by lack of quali- 
fied personnel and rampant 
indiscipline among workers 20 
of whom were dismissed in 
1980. 

At the beginning of 1980 
there was ‘‘virtually no train- 
ing’’ arranged for MSD staff 
of any category and there is 
need for additional 1,000 tool 
kits for mechanics. 

Mr Mwamba has, however, 
acknowledged that the spare 
parts supply position has 
improved over the 1979 situa- 
tion although this does not 
meet the minimum required 
level. 

To improve the situation the 
report says there is need for 
more funding in view of infla- 
tion and high prices as it is 
estimated that the department 
needs about K10 million above 
the previous allocation. 

It has called for recruit- 
ment Of qualified people and 
urged the Government to make 
extra provision of 20 per cent 
cash value for all orders on 
new vehicles to allow for the 
buying personnel. 

Maintaining a running fleet 
is cheaper than repairing bro- 
ken down vehicles, it notes. 

Reviewing the operations of 
the workshops throughout the 
country, the report says the 
figure of outstanding jobs at 
the end of 1979 was 1,800 
while the corresponding one at 
the end of 1985 was 963. 
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The total input in the 
Lusaka central workshops in 
i380 was 4,932 jobs and the 
total output the previous year 
was higher at 7,924 jobs. 

The department has urged 
the Government to increase 
allocations to help it operate 
efficiently.

‘ Qn investments, Mr Mu- 
changwe says the value of 
portfolio for both life and 
non-life now stood at K225 
million as against K176 
million in 1980, representing 
an increase of 28 per cent. 

‘‘Development of the cor- 
poration’s investment portfolio 
continues with the object of 
increasing the returns and 
contributing to the national 
development programme.”

Ky merging the two former 


independent mining com- 
panies of Nchanga Consolidat- 
ed Copper Mines (NCCM) and 
Roan Consolidated Mines 
(RCM), Zambia reached an 
important landmark on her 
economic path. 

Divergent policy bodies, 
duplication of work, conflict 
and waste which were in- 
evitable at the time the two 
companies separately  ex- 
ploited the same mineral re- 
source had been overcome and 
this had led to rationalised 
mining operations. 

On the improved condi- 
tions of service for Zambians, 
Mr Kaunda said the equal pay 
system for expatriates with 
their local counterparts would 
be as a result of the split 
contract for expatriate emplo- 
yees. 

‘In terms of this contract, 
our expatriate employees will 
be paid a local salary which 
will be equal to what their 
Zambian counterparts § are 
=. An expat allowance will 

externalised. 

The introduction of equal 
educational opportunities in 
mine schools for expatriates 
and Zambians would be in line 
with the Party and Govern- 
ment policy of providing the 
nation with social services. 

‘‘At present, the mining 
industry's efforts have been 
directed mainly at providing 
schools to cater for the 
children of expatriates, with 
Zambian miners’ children fill- 
ing the remaining school 
places. 
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“*ZCCM will extend these 
facilities so that, in time, they 
cater for the miners’ children 
regardless of whether or not 
the parents are expatriates."’ 

The building of more 


schools to realise this ambition 
was on a long-term basis and 
because of the massive costs 
involved, it would be neces- 
sary to cut down on some of 
the social programmes like 
housing. 

On the more than K200 mil- 
lion earmarked for solving the 
housing problem in the mining 
industry. Mr Kaunda_ said 
ZCCM did not have the money 
now because of financial 
constraints brought about by 
low copper prices and poor 
cobalt sales.

On the need to accelerate 
and consolidate Zambianisa- 
tion, Mr Kaunda said since 
editors-in-chief were people

An adviser to Angola's President Eduardo dos Santos, 
Major Jose Marie, toldthe refugees at the weekend that they were needed in 
their country to help reconstruct its economy. More than 10,000 Angolan 
refugees at the Maheba and Muyukwayukwa camps on the border with Angola re- 
fused a repatriation proposal last August. Most were believed to be suppor- 
ters of the rebel Angolan UNITA movement led by Jonas Savimbi who feared se- 
vere repercussions if they returned.
